‘| HANOI, Indochina, Jue 19| 


(UP)—French infantrymen aided ; 
by fighter planes and light tanks 
today beat off thousands of Red | 
Tebels who tried to cut the 
|}Hanoi-Haiphong road and rail 
| line, 

In one of the biggest Red at- 
tacks on the Hanoi lifeline, Viet- 
minh troops assulted the double 
artery at dawn to ambush a 
French patrol. 

The attack took place at 
Haiduong just halfway down the 
58-mile double line of road and 
railroad between Hanoi and the 
port of Haiphong on the Gulf of 
‘Tonkin. The line has been a 
top target for the Reds because 
American supplies move along 
the route to the Red river delta 
fighting fronts. 

‘lhe French patrol was hit by 
heavy mortar and machinegun 
fire. However they held and 
radioed for help. One of the 
new French mobile units—light 
tanks and Moroccan light in- 
fantry—rushed to the scene. 
The tanks and infantrymen 
broke the attack and the rebels 
fled—leaving 35 dead. Twenty 
Red prisoners were taken 
French fighter planes, rushed 
to the ambushed infantrymen’s 
aid, shot up the Reds as they 
raced across rice paddies and 
tried to cross a nearby canal 
in sampans. 

The French recently have re- 
organized their troops in the 
Red river delta to form the 
mobile units to deliver telling 
counter-blows wherever the reb- 
els attack. Red commander-in- 
chief Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap has 
at least seven divisions hooked 
in a vast horseshoe around the 
delta flanks. 

The French high command an- 
nounced that French bombers, 
carrying 1000-pound bombs, have 
flown 40 missions in the past 
24 hours against rebel supply 
routes between the Red China 
border and the fallen bastion 
of Dien Bien Phu. 


DIVERS FIND BIG JAP CARRIER 
ON RABAUL HARBOR BOTTOM 
SYDNEY, Australia, June 19 
(AP)—An Australian syndicate 
began salvage operations on the 
bottom of Rabaul harbor today 
and reported a big prize at the 
very outset—a Japanese aircraft 
carrier with 20 planes intact on 
its flight deck. The salvagers 
said it would be worth around 
$175,000. 

Capt. John Johnstone, head of 
the diving team, said they found 
at least 70 sunken ships in the 
harbor. Rabaul, on the island of 
New Britain, was a heavily 
bombed Japanese stronghold in 
World War II. 

The syndicate has disposal 
rights to all ships in Rabaul and 
Bougainville harbor, in the Sol- 
omons. It hopes to raise some 


of the ships and salvage others 
for scrap. 


SEARCH FOR ST. LOUIS SAILOR 
LOST AT SEA IS CALLED OFF 


An air-sea search for Seaman 
James C. Herman of St. Louis, 
reported lost overboard from the 
Aircraft Carrier Yorktown off 
the California coast last Thurs- 
day, was halted by heavy seas, 
the Alameda Naval Air Station 
announced yesterday. 

Dispatches said Herman, 22 
‘years old, disappeared during 
‘flying operations early Thursday 
off Monterey. A search of the 
ship was made, and a sea search, 
in which the Coast Guard par- 
ticipated, was begun. 

Herman, attached to the 154th 
Fighter Squadron aboard the car- 
rier, is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles F. Herman, 4368 Wallace 
avenue. His wife, Martha, lives 
in San Francisco.

than two persons, seize personal 
papers, enter private houses in 
day or night and make summary 
arrests, all without court order 
ordinarily required.

In the Foreign Ministry, Men- 
des-France replaces Georges 
Bidault. The departure of Bi- 
dault breaks the hold that the 
Popular Republican movement 
has had on the Foreign Ministry 
almost continuously since the 
war. The MRP ordered its mem- 
bers to abstain from voting on 
eonfirmation of Mendes-France 
and said it would not take part 
in its government. 

But eight MRP members dis- 
regarded party orders and voted 
for Mendes-France. Two of them 
defied the party orders not to 
accept ministries and left them- 
selves open to party discipline. 


They were Robert Buron, ap-| 


pointed Minister of Overseas 
Territories, and Andre Monteil, 
named Secretary of State for the 
Navy. 

A ceremonial presentation of 
the new appointee to President 
Rene Coty was made at the Ely- 
see Palace. The cabinet will be 


presented to the National As- 
sembly for approval Tuesday. 
Tomorrow the Premier will 
have lunch with. British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden, who 
will stop over in Paris on the 
trip from Geneva to London. 
Next Steps, in Case of Peace. 
If Mendes-France can get an 
agreement on peace in Indo- 
china in 30 days, then he has 
promised to present a program 
for the nation’s economic recov- 
ery and to get together oppnents 
and partisans of the European 
army to find some basis of agree- 
ment on this question which has 
sharply divided the Parliament 
and the nation. In his investi- 
ture address, Mendes - France 
promised to get all of these 
things done before the start of 
the parliamentary vacation. 
Former Premier Edgar Faure, 


retained at the Finance Ministry, ; 


was the only holdover from the 
Laniel Cabinet in a key position. 
Gen. Pierre Koenig, a follower 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, was 
appointed Defense Minister to 
succeed Rene Pleven. Francois 
Mitterand, a 38-year-old spe- 
cialist on French Union affairs, 
was appointed Minister of the 
Interior with control over the 
police. Mitterand resigned from 
the Laniel Cabinet because of 
differences on French Union 
policies. 

In additién to Faure, the 


holdover Cabinet members were 


Roger Houdet, Agriculture; 
Maurice Lemaire, Reconstruc- 
tion, and Henri Ulver, Secretary 
of State for the Budget. Gone 
were such familiar faces in pre- 
vious Cabinets as Bidault, Plev- 
en, Henry Queuille, Paul Rey- 
naud and Andre Marie. 
No Reds Included. 


While Mendes-France is con- 
sidered a member of the left 
wing of the Radical Socialist 
(moderate) party, and his politi- 
cal thinking is close to that of 
the Socialists and Popular Re- 
publican Movement, he had to 
pick his Cabinet from grou 
further to the right. This was 
necessary because the MRP and 
Socialist directing committees 
ordered their members not to 
take ministries. No Communists 
were included, of course. 

Reaction at the Assembly to 
the announcement of the Cabi- 
net was tepid. There was a feel- 
ing that in his effort to find 


new faces, Mendes-France was 
passing by some of the stronger 
members of Parliament. Criti- | 4re 
cism was noticeably absent, how- 
ever, and the deputies seemed 
willing to give him a ¢hance to 
show what he can do before 
they start their attacks. 


Eight members of the Radical 
Socialist party, of which Mendes- 
France is a member, were named 
to the Cabinet. There were six 
each from the Independent Re- 
publican and Social Republican 
groups, The Social Republicans 
are De Gaullists. Other parties 
represented were: Union of So- 
cial and Democratic Resistance, 
four; Popular Republican Move- 
ment, two; Peasant, one; Repub- 
lican and Social Action (break- 
away De Gaullists), one; and 
Overseas Independent, one. 

Probably the most important 
innovation in the Cabinet is the 
addition of a Ministry, entrusted 
to Christian Fouchet, a De Gaul- 
list, for North African Affairs. 
In previous cabinets Tunisian 
and Moroccan affairs have come 
under the Goreign Ministry. In 
addition, separate ministries are 
maintained for Indochina and 
other overseas territories.

vate firms and the financing 
will be guaranteed by the Ex- 
port-Import Bank. Brazil is ne- 
gotiating for an additional 100,- 
000 tons, the commission said. 

The announcement was taken 
here as meaning Brazil has vir- 
tually abandoned hope of reach- 
ing an agreement for purchase 
of wheat from Argentina. Brazil 
recently contracted for 100,000 
tons of wheat and 80,000 tons of 
flour from Uruguay.

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Hitler and McCarthy 


German, American Scenes 
Different, but Methods 
Often Similar — Armies 
Involved in Both Cases.

HE controversy between the Arrhy 

and. Senator McCarthy, with the 

new medium of television reveal- 
ing to millions day after day anties 
more fitting to a circus or a variety 
show than to a Senate hearing, has 
left many Americans with the sense 
that something strange and alien is 
happening. It was a. spectacle that 
seemed to shatter traditional and 
accepted patterns of conduct. 

In his speech proposing that McCarthy 
be remoyed from his committee chairman- 
ship, Senator Flanders of Vermont, a Re- 
publican, drew a parallel between Hitler 
and McCarthy. He suggested that Mc- 
Carthyism was leading America down the 
same fatal road that Germany took as the 
Nazis came to power. The end of that road 
was, of course, an abyss of defeat and 
despair and along the way monstrous 
crimes were committed that brought death 
and untold suffering to millioNts whose 
only fault was the accident of their birth. 


Others see disturbing similarities in the 
era of turmoil that marked the rise oi 
Hitler. In an atmosphere of frustration 
and neurotic fear Hitler ruthlessly and 
cynically exploited the myths that assuaged 
wounded German pride. A people that 
had led the world in science, music, liter- 
ature fell under the sway of a daemonic 
genius and committed acts of such calcu- 
lated mass brutality as had never been 
seen before. 

Europeans are particularly disturbed, as 
this reporter learned from four months 
in Germany, France. and Italy. They ask 
if America is going fascist: They want to 
know what McCarthy means. Why do 
people seem so afraid of him? How did 
he get so much power? One of Europe's 
elder statesman, long a friend of America 
and wise in the ways. of world politics, 
put it this way: / 

“Not until the phenomenon of Mc- 
Carthy in your country did I understand 
how Hitler could éome te power in Ger- 
many. That the fear of & McCarthy, feat 
of yourselves, could happen to you with 
your long background of freedom, this 
is what we find so hard to believe.” 


Argument by analogy is always danger- 
ous and almost always false. In Germany 
after 1918 the middle class was wiped out 
by bushel basket inflation. A mass Com- 
munist movement undertook open revolt. 
In street brawls for years armed Nazis 
fought armed Communists. The depression 
that began in 1929 brought large scale un- 
employment, misery, moral chaos and a 
breakdown of the already gravely weak- 
ened Weimar Republic. 

To draw any parallel with a prosperous, 
stable America must seem absurd. Yet 
there are underlying similarities. They 
may be accidental and irrelevant. But so 
conspicuous a phenomenon has McCarthy- 
ism become that they deserve analysis. 
In the beginning in Germany, Hitler was 
a joke, one of the lunatic fringe tossed up 
by the stresses and strains of war and 
bound to be deflated as things became 
normal again. 

= « 

FORTUNATELY there is at hand a 
recently published study of the power 
relationships that helped Hitler make him- 
self a dictator over all of Germany. In 
“The Nemesis of Power” J. W. Wheeler- 
Bennett, historian of Oxford University, 
analyzes Hitler’s divide-and-conquer tech- 
nique particularly as it applied to the Ger- 
man General Staff. This thoroughly docu- 

mented history reads like a thriller as step 
‘by step, breaking down the safeguards of 
law and order, tradition and custom, Hitler 
came to absolute power. 

Reading WheelereBennett’s detailed 
analysis, which takes in political as well 
as military relationships, one can see cer- 
tain parallels with the present. They are 
tentative, they cannot be pushed too far. 
In the opinion of one observer the impor- 
tant parallels are the following: 

1. The struggle for the loyalty of the 
armed services. Hitler worked unceasing- 
ly to win the alle of the German 
Army away from the state and to the cause 
of Nazism. Throughout the. McCarthy- 
Army hearings Senator insisted that 
despite their oath of loyalty, men in the 
armed services should give him secret 
information. McCarthy seemed to be bid- 
ding for support from men in uniform. 

2. The stab in the back myth invented 
by the German General Staff to cover 
their final defeat in 1918. Hitler exploited

psychopathic forces at work behind the 
political facade. As Hitler rose to power 
ugly rumors persisted about his top as- 
sociates. Those same ugly whispers are 
part of the atmosphere growing out of the 
spectacle of the hearings. 

In Germany the Weimar Republic had 
very little popular support while the power 
of the military caste system remained, 
after 1918, a predominant fact. That is the 
basic difference which suggests that any 
parallels with America today may be more 
apparent than real. 

The German General Staff and the of- 
ficer corps had prided itself up until 1918 
on being above politics. Even after 1918 
and the establishment of the Republic, 
which most of the officer corps loathed, 
there were those who believed that the 
Army owed a constitutional loyalty to the 
civil government. Foremost among these, 
according to Wheeler-Bennett, was Colonel- 
General Hans von Seeckt. Von Seeckt con- 
spired with political leaders of the left 
and center to rebuild, in secret violation of } 
the terms of the Versailles Treaty,.a new 
military machine. 

But two other leading military figures 
soon became the center of fierce political 
passions and intrigue. One was general 
Erich Ludendorff, a super-nationalist who 
hated democracy and the Republic. Hitler 
at the outset attached himself to Luden- 
dorff. 

The other was Field Marshal Paul von 
Hindenburg who remained the great hero 
of the war thanks in no small part to the 
stab in the back myth. This myth was that 
the soldiers at the front could have won 
if it had not been for something very like 
treason on the home front. At the age of 
79 in April of 1925, Hindenburg was 
elected President of Germany. 

The conservatives and most of the of- 
ficer corps wanted him as a front man to 
shore up their wavering power. Behind 
the front of the “old gentleman,” who 
showed increasing signs of senility, they 
carried out a long series of intrigues that 
ended when Hitler became Chancellor. 
The chief intriguer was Gen. Kurt von 
Schleicher who was murdered on Hitler's 
orders a year after the Nazi dictator took 
over, 

+ * 7” 

FROM THE FIRST, as Wheeler-Bennett 
points out, the Nazis under Hitler’s leader- 
ship showed a “venomous disregard for 
the decencies of public life” such as had 
never been seen before in German politics. 
Nazism constantly posed a choice to the 
Army—either a revival of the pride of 
service and the glory of a restored Ger- 
many or the triumph of “Democratic- 
Marxism.” In words prophetic of what he 
himself was later to do, Hitler warned the 
officer corps that that triumph would 
mean: 

“You may then become hangmen of 
the regime and political commissars, and 

if you do not behave, your wife and 
child will be put behind bars; and if 
you still do net behave, you will be 
thrown out and perhaps stood up against 
a wal for human life counts little with 
those who are out to destroy a people.” 

Some officers were won over to Hitler 
and openly propagandized for National 
Socialism. Two converts were tried for 
treasonably suborning their fellow officers. 
In that spectacular trial Hitler carried the 
day—television had not yet been invented 
—by delivering a denunciatory harangue 
that went on for hours with the judge 
either indifferent or frankly willing to 
have der Fuehrer make his case for press 
and public. 

“It became increasingly clear to Groner 
(Lieutenant-General Wilhelm, then Minis- 
ter of Defense) and to the senior officers 
of the Reichswehr, ‘Wheeler-Bennett writes, 
“that National Socialism was a real danger 
and far more of a threat to the Republic 
than Communism, which had hitherto been 
regarded as the principal menace. And 
there were disturbing characteristics about 
the Nazi movement which rendered it near- 
er to the purely destructive principles of 
Bolshevism rather than the more disci- 
plined theories of fascism to which the 
Reichswebr were not altogether inimical. 


of the state, but have no constructive pro- 
gram with which to replace it, except a 
sort of mad-dog dictatorship,’ an officer of 
the Defense Ministry complained to the 
British military attache in Berlin.” 

While the German people were already 
deeply divided by Hitler’s demagogic ap- 
peals, the Nazi Party declined to a point 
at which it had only 12 seats in the 
Reichstag. But with the onset of the world- 
wide depression and the increasingly evi- 
dent inepitude of the government in Berlin 
the power of the party rapidly mounted. 
In the next election, in September of 1930, 
the party vote was 6,000,009) giving them 
107 seats. It went to 230 two years later. 
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had come to surpress the SA and the SS, 
Hitler’s armed bands, it was too late. The 
Nazis openly appealed to the Army against 
the civilian Minister of Defense and the 
Army had been deeply corrupted by the 
thtriguing of von Schleicher and other 
Generals. It remained for Franz von 
Papen, the smiling fox who escaped not 
only the Nazi purge but the Nuremberg 
trials, to set the last intrigue that made 
Hitler Chancellor.

THIS IS A MELANCHOLY RECORD 
which reveals in the wisdom of hindsight 
the fatal flaws and the disastrous errors 
marking the years from 1918 to 1933. After 
he had gained total power, Hitler made the 
Army completely subservient to his will. 
And as his strategy decisions seemed cer- 
tain to spell defeat in a two front war 
in 1944, the German generals intrigued to 
assassinate the man they had helped to 
put in power.

“From time to time American generals 
have got into politics. Gen. Grant was 
“drafted” after the Civil War and _ his 
second term ended in a tragedy of scandal 
and mis-government. After World War 
II President Truman persuaded Gen. 
George C. Marshall to fill several civilian 
positions of the highest responsibility. 
Marshall has since been made a target of 
savage attack by Senators McCarthy, Jen- 
ner and others who have impled that he 
was part of a “traitorous conspiracy.” 


When the “draft” of Gen. Eisenhower 
was in process, other generals worked, 
some openly, to prevent the Eisenhower 
nomination. The two schools of military 
politicians were divided roughly—person- 
alities to one side—on an Asia-first or a 
Europe-first basis. 


In the optimistic view this is merely 
the aftermath of the vast authority reposed 
in mea in uniform during a global war. It 
is a passing phase and when it has passed 
the constitutional balance between civil 
and military authority will be back to 
normal. In the pessimistic view the Mc- 
Carthy appeal over the heads of the 
civilian government for the loyalty of 
the armed services is a fateful precedent 
opening the way to the evils that — 
the Weimar Republic down. 


The divisive force of Nazism mien 
not alone the Army but all organized 
life in Germany. Those in every group 
who were frustrated, neurotic, fright- 
ened, and particularly women in middle 
age, were held as though in a mesmeric 
trance by the ranting voice of Hitler. 
The big industrialists, who wanted to 
bring back the comfortable past with- 
out trade unions and strikes, gave Hitler 
financial support. They did not under- 
stand that he was a Bolshevik of the 
right, out to sweep everything out of 
his path. 


Again and again the daemonic force of 
the man and the movement were under- 
estimated by those who attempted to meas- 
ure it in traditional terms. As late as 
December, 1932, the leaders of finance and 
industry were urging Hindenburg to make 
Hitler Chancellor on the theory that re- 
sponsibility would sober him up and elimi- 
nate “the blemishes and errors which af- 
flict any mass movement.” There has 
seldom been a greater miscalculation. 


In 1952 many of candidate Eisenhower's 
supporters argued that by giving the Re- 
publican Party responsibility, the wild 
men in the McCarthy wing would be 
tamed. As the McCarthy-Army hearings 
have shown, it did not turn out that way. 
Or at any rate thus far the ameliorating in- 
fluence of responsibility has had no vis- 
ible effect on Senator McCarthy himself.

More than 7000 letters and messages 
from all over the country have been re- 
ceived at For America headquarters, be- 
sides contributions usually ranging around

a bank building in the center of this city’s 
financial district, have begun to function. 
Offices also are to be opened in New York 
and. probably on the West Coast.

The 
list of organizers, backing the brand of 
isolationism and “Americanism” symbol- 
ized by Col. McCormick and Fish, em- 
braces representatives of wealth with 
connections in every part of the coun- 
try. Months of study and private meet- 
ings took place before “For America” 
was officially unveiled. 

Co-chairmen of “For America” are Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, former chairman of the 
board of Sears, Roebuck and Co. and a 
leader of the pre-Pearl Harbor America 
First organization, and Clarence E. Manion, 
former dean of law at Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, who was dismissed from the Com- 
mission of Intergovernmental Relations by 
President Eisenhower because of his vocal 
advocacy of the Bricker amendment, which 
sought limitation on the President's treaty- 
making powers. 

Manion, in an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch, indicated that the first 
practical task of the new organization was 
to gauge popular sentiment before it could 
attempt to exercise any real influence in 
the coming congressional elections or to 
plan strategy at the national conventions 
of both parties. Its fundamental aim is to 
bring about election of candidates regard- 
less of party sympathetic to its viewpoint. 

“Bither we speak for someone else or 
we don't,” Manion said, “and if we find 
we do speak for others—and I think we 
do — we are going to make our voice 
heard.” 

Manion was of opinion that there is 
do in Congress if there is an appreci- 
able isolationist sentiment in this country. 
He said that he was convinced that the 
“great majority” believe in the principles 
of “For America” and that names already 
in the organization's files indicate a sub- 
stantial following. 

“We want to get actual signatures in 
the files,” Manion said, “and I hope that 
there will be millions in the future. We 
want to pin sentiment down.

STATED PRINCIPLES of “For Amer- 
ica,” set out in its Illinois charter? of in- 
corporation, are: 

“To promote peace and national de- 
fense. 

“To promote Americanism as embraced 
in God, Country, limited Constitutional 
Government, States Rights and enlight- 
ened, patriotic nationalism. 

“To educate the American people in the 
importance of the foregoing proclamation 
and urge them to save America regardless 
of party, by preserving the solvency, sov- 
ereignty, freedom and independence of the 
United States of America.” 

A “declaration of principles,” adopted 
at an organizational luncheon meeting 
given here May 7 by Col. McCormick to 
14 business and civic leaders from several 
sections of the party, is even more gran- 
diose. It was drafted by Fish, based on a 
preamble of the American Legion which 
he helped formulate at its 1919 organiza- 
tional meeting in St. Louis. 

With minor modifications the “For 
America” group, called together as the 
aftermath of previous meetings here in 
New York, Washington, D.C., and Miami, 
Fla., adopted the Fish preamble. 

In its final form, the preamble said: 

“Dedicated to God and Country: 

“To save America regardless of party; 

“To promote peace; 

“To restore and uphold our Constitu- 
tion as our basic law; 

“To safeguard our freedems from our 
enemies within and without:

But the most usual expression 
appeared to be that McCarthy should be 
supported because of the viewpoint he 
espouses. 

From California a correspondent stated 
“IT am praying for a cleanup of the mess 
and have been for 25 years.” 

“We are only small midwest farmers but 
would like to do our bit for the cause,” 
came with a $5 contribution. 

A New Hampshire resident declared that 
“we don't want Fifth Amendment Ike, two- 
furlong Tom, nor tricky Nick in 1956.” 

“A world government has been a night- 
mare to me for some time,” wrote another 
New Englander, “and 1 am afraid we will 
find ourselves in it without knowing what 
is going on.” 

A telegram from an attorney stated that 
“the patent on GOP as I have known it has 
justifiably expired.” 

One letter of indorsement came from 
seven soldiers serving in Korea, 

“In case you think we are a bunch of 
idiots who just want to go home,” they 
stated, “such is not the case. Three of 
us have college educations and the others 
are high school graduates.” 

A majority of the letters emanated from 
high and middle income groups, including 
employers and small business men. One, 
however, from an unemployed workman 
was considered so unusual that it was 
photostated—as proof that “For Ainerica” 
was reaching into the grass roots. 

It stated: 

“For America Club: 

“Inclosed find $1 toward the For Amer- 
ica Club which is late starting but not too 
late we pray. 

“Tl am at present unemployed but will 
try to contribute more later.” 

“I continue to believe, without hope or 
enthusiasm, that another political party 
should he formed,” a St. Louisan wrote. 

“Thank God for courageous Americans, 
With and behind you for America. How 
can one enlist? Ready, willing and able,” 
telegraphed W. E. Wyllie, Encino, Calif. 

“The Constitution Club of Miami wishes 
to affiliate with the For America organi- 
zation,” wired Henry I. Beetham, president 
of that club, “we are in full accord with 
its purposes and principles.” 

From Fay Dunn, of New York City, 
' came the following message: 

“May I express my enthusiasm and 
my delight over your initiative in form- 
ing just the kind of organization that 
most Americans, especially devotees of 
the beloved and late Robert Taft and 
the admirers of Joseph McCarthy, are 
most happy to hear about.” 

“Yes, yes, yes, let’s get busy for Amer- 
ica,” a woman wrote, “but hurry. Time is 
short.” 

In acknowledging correspondence, the 
73-year-old Col. McCormick states: 

“We have been flooded with thousands 
of letters, telegrams and telephone calls 
from patriotic people just like you, who 
want to help. This proves my own belief, 
that For America was not created by any 
group of men who met in Chicago May 7, 
but by you—the thousands, even millions 
of Americans who demand a return to 
constitutional government in our country, 
an end to internationalism, intervention in 
foreign wars, global spending, socialism at 
home, and the waste of American lives 
and treasure policing the world.”

All these and many more adverse descriptions 
have been applied to the testimony heard by the 
American people through the Senate’s investiga- 
tion of the bitter controversy between the De- 
partment of the Army and Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin, plus the top command of the latter’s 
subcommittee staff. 

The 36 days of public hearings were all these 
things and much more. That Secretary 
Stevens’ charges of pressure for “preferential 
treatment” and the McCarthy countercharges of 
“blackmail” and “hostage” widened the breach 
in the Eisenhower Administration is not open to 
question. Neither can there be any doubt that 
heated denials and counter-denials did. the 
United States harm in the eyes of the world. 

The. plain and simple fact is that we all have 
lost by the sorry display that came to an end 
last Thursday, just eight weeks after it began 
before radio microphones and news and tele- 
vision cameras. 

Yet it would be clearly inaccurate to say 
that the long and shocking performance was 
productive of no good whatever. A great deal 
of good came out of it and more good can and 
should still come. The good results from the 
revelation of a serious malady that can be 
cured only if it is found out in time.’ 

. * * . 

In short, a public washing of the dirty linen 
had become a degrading necessity. It had be- 
come a necessity for two reasons. 

First, because the Senate leadership had de- 
faulted for months on its responsibility to pro- 
tect the Senate’s good name against the wild 
acts of an irresponsible member. 

Second, because President Eisenhower in his 
desire to achieve harmony and unity had failed 
to be strong enough in his great office to protect 
the executive departments against the increasing 
taunts and dares and trespasses of that irre- 
sponsible Senator. 

Thus the whole ugly business had to be gone 
into with the country looking on. The chief 
beneficial result is the exposure of Joseph R. 
McCarthy by Joseph R. McCarthy himself. 

Countless citizens who had thought of the 
junior Republican Senator from Wisconsin as 
doing the country varying degrees of good are 
now completely disillusioned. 

These citizens have learned that he does not 
use the rules of fair play and decency. They have 
found out that many words do not have the ac- 
cepted meaning for him. They have heard 
him recklessly smear others by name with- 
out any regard for the facts and then cry 
“Smear!”—when there was no smear—as a de- 
vice for avoiding unpleasant questions which 
mentioned no names but merely sought to obtain 
information.

They have observed that the inquisitor who 
denounced other witnesses as “Fifth Amend- 
ment Communists” will duck and dodge, that 
he will plead lack of memory, that he will de- 
clare himself above answering questions if the 
answers would yield information he desires to 
keep for himself. 

Above all, these disillusioned citizens saw the 
McCarthy trickery with their own eyes. They 
saw the McCarthy-entered photograph of Sec- 
retary Stevens “alone” with Pvt. Schine and 
then the next day they saw how the picture had 
been cropped so as to eliminate others who 
were in it. 

They saw the Senator try to get others to 
read what he said was a “letter” from J. Edgar 
Hoover, but which actually was a bootlegged 
summary of a confidential FBI memorandum 
that Attorney General Brownell subsequently 
said could not be released without breaking 
security regulations. 

They saw the seemingly unlimited interrup- 
tions, the so-called “points of order,” the delib- 
erate stalls and detours, all for the purpose of 
making the investigation as odious as possible. 
They saw and they are the wiser for the seeing. 

The Department.of the Army—primarily Sec- 
retary Stevens and Army Counsel Adams—must 
take its share of the blame. These officials went 
unreasonably far in attempting to accommodate 
Senator McCarthy and his chief counsel, Roy M. 
Cohn. They devoted a fantastic amount of time

to the Schine case. In their efforts to “get along” 
with the McCarthy subcommittee, Mr. Stevens 
and Mr.- Adams allowed a single private in the 
Army to become a national issue. 

The Army Secretary and his counsel did, this 
undoubtedly as their contribution toward keep- 
ing peace in the Republican family. They might 
well have stopped it after the third phone 
call on Schine’s behalf, and risked .the conse- 
quences. As it turned out, their position would 
have been infinitely better if they had done so. . 

Yet beneficial as it is for the country to Jearn, 
even the hard way, that “you can’t do business 
with McCarthy,” what happens next is far more 
important than what has already taken place.

Will there be perjury indictments based on 
the conflicting statements, sworn to under oath? 
That question is now before Attorney General 
Brownell, It is his duty to weigh the contradictory 
testimony and perhaps to present the issue to a 
federal grand jury—just as the conflicting state- 
ments of Alger Hiss and Whittaker Chambers 
were presented to a grand jury and then tried 
in a court of law.

If the 
subcommittee does its duty, the answer to that 
question will be a resounding No. 

Will the Senate remove Senator McCarthy 
from his chairmanship as Republican Senators 
Flanders of Vermont and Cooper of Kentucky 
and Democratic Senator Lehman of New York 
propose? The Senate will do just that if it 
places justice and honor above expediency and 


custom.

How to Fly a Confederate Flag 


From ’way down south in Festus, a perceptive 
reader raises a question in today’s letter column 
as to that Confederate flag which illustrated 
Wednesday’s Mirror of Public Opinion article, 
“How the South Won the War.” The Festus read- 
er wants to know why the flag had stars for only 
seven states instead of 13, and why we did not 


‘ flaunt the Confederate battle flag instead. 


One answer to this is that the Confederacy 
had to overcome a lot of difficulties in losing a 
war, and one of these was its flag, or flags. 


The flag we flew in these columns was the 
original Stars and Bars, first banner of the Con- 
federate States of America, authorized March 4, 
1861. It consisted of one white and two red 
stripes with a blue union containing seven stars, 
because at that time only seven states had se- 
ceded from the Union: South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Texas. 


This first flag of the Confederacy is often 
confused with the South’s battle flag (though 
certainly not down Festus-way). The battle flag 
had a red field with a diagonal blue cross con- 
taining 13 stars. By the time it was adopted in 
late 1861, Virginia, Arkansas, Tennessee and 
North Carolina had joined the Confederacy, 
which also was generous enough to recognize 
the secessionist state governments of Missouri 
and Kentucky. 


While the Stars and Bars remained the prin- 
cipal flag, it was not used much in combat after 
the first battle of Manassas in July 1861. That 
was & confused sort of battle, in which the Stars 
and Bars was confused with the Stars and 
Stripes and vice versa. Hence the development 
of the battle flag later that year. 

But this did not end the South’s concern for 
flags. In 1863 the Confederacy adopted a third 
flag. It had a white field with the battle flag as 
a union in the corner, and was called the Stain- 
less Banner. But it later occurred to some daunt- 
less Southern soul that the banner was so stain- 
less that it could be mistaken, in the wind, for a 
white flag of truce. So a red bar was added to 
the edge of the white field. 


Oddly enough, this fourth flag was bravely 


authorized on March 4, 1865, or one month and — 


five days before Gen. Lee’g surrender at Appo- 
mattox. It would seem that by that time the 


é ie 


Confederacy had more serious problems to face 
than flag design. And at this point, 89 years 
later, so do we. 


The Fighting in Guatemala 

It is impossible to tell exactly what is hap- 
pening in poverty-stricken Guatemala today be- 
yond the fact that forcess described as anti- 
Communist are making a land, sea and air in- 
vasion which is being resisted by President 
Jacobo Arbenz’'s red-tinged Government. 

Guatemala got on the front page last month 
when it became known that what was a large 
shipment of.arms for so small a country had ar- 
rived from Communist Peland. The Guate- 
malan Government quickly took a step typical 
of Communist governments when it ordered a 
30-day suspension of all civil liberties. This pre- 
vented free speech and gagged the press. 

Inevitably the United States took alarm at 
this turn of events. For they clearly indicated 
the possibility of an opening wedge for Commu- 
nist imperialism on this side of the world. The 
Dnited States representations to the other Latin 
American countries resulted in almost solid 
hemispheric support for a move to quarantine 
Guatemala. (The Council of the Organization of 
American States, it was indicated on June 12, 
will take up this proposed move at a meeting 
tentatively set for July 1 in Montevideo.) 

But now events are moving faster and it is 
entirely possible that anti-Communist forces 
which are invading Guatemala from Honduras 
under leadership of Col. Carlos Castillo Armas, 
the No. 1 enemy and exile of the Guatemalan 
regime, may have made a clean sweep before 
July 1. If so, it will result in what Secretary of 
State Dulles had in mind earlier last week when 
he expressed hope that the Guatemalan people 
would clean their own house. | 

But, whether the Guatemalan people clean 
the Reds out of their own house, or whether the 
Organization of American States takes action 
it is up to the United States 
to see that no nation in this hemisphere can 
charge the United States with any motive other 
than preservation of hemispheric security. There 
must be nothing that would revive the old charge 
that “the Colossus of the North” seeks to im- 
pose its will on its southern neighbors. It must 
be clear that the United States’ current interest 
in Guatemala is based on opposition to a seem- 
ingly incipient Soviet satellite ir Batin America.

The two leading Catholic weeklies, 
the Commonweal and America, have

New York, in characterizing McCar- 
thy as a “vicious demagogue.” Except 
for Bishop Shiel of Chicago, no mem- 
ber of the hierarchy has ever called Mc- 
Carthy’s methods “un-American,” “a 
throwback to the Star Chamber.” 


In the McCarthy Corner 


Those who seek to exploit Protestant- 
Catholic friction emphasize the paucity 
of Catholic criticism of McCarthy and 
call attention to such statements as that 
of Father Ginder in Our Sunday Visitor 
(June 28, 1953) who wrote, “I think 
McCarthy has done and is doing a 
grand job. I can see nothing wrong 
with his methods.” Father Ginder 
pointed out that Our Sunday Visitor, 
the Brooklyn Tablet, and the Baltimore 
Catholic Review, all official diocesan 
papers, were pro-McCarthy.

Thus Catholics have always been 
anxious to “be accepted.” Their anxiety 
has led them to become super patriots; 
something which is or which appears to 
be American has their approval almost 
without question: McCarthy's support- 
ers hold that the Senator represents 
the finest tradition of Americanism and 
that to criticize him is to attack Amer- 
icanism itself, and this fallacious argu- 
ment has made a great impression. 


Not the Church Philosophy 


But Catholics are reluctant to criti- 
cize McCarthy for another’ reason. As 
the Commonweal put it, “An anti-Mc- 
Carthy Catholic to such people (Catho- 
lic admirers of McCarthy) is a clear 
contradiction in terms. The Church is 
anti-Communist; Senator McCarthy is 
anti-Communist; therefore, anyone who 
is anti-McCarthy is pro-Communist and 
anti-Catholic.” : 

On the basis of this argument, a 
Catholic who opposed McCarthy on any 
issue, such as price supports for butter, 
would automatically become pro-Com- 
munist and anti-Catholic. In spite of 
the absurdity of this argument it has 
served as an effective check-rein upon 
Catholic outbursts against McCarthy. 

Thoughtful and resporisible Catholics 
should re-examine their consciences. The 
time is long overdue for those who op- 
pose McCarthy to speak out. If they do 
not, they run the risk of producing a 
climate for an anti-Catholic crusade. 

But Catholics also should condemn 
McCarthy because he believes that the 
end justifies the means. The Church 
has always opposed this philosophy. Mc- 
Carthy justifies any method at all on 
the ground that it is necessary to com- 
bat Communism, and he has persuaded 
many Catholics to go along with him 
on this; in doing so Catholics are actu- 
ally “sinning for a good cause’—an 
action which the Church has condemned.

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EDC Treaty Sets Up Super-State 


With the Complexity of Federal 


Government, but Not Authority 


Original Simple Idea of Common European 
Army Complicated by Provisions for In- 
tegrating Diverse Nations — Military 


Concept Criticized as Unsound.

WASHINGTON, June 19. 


SHOWDOWN IS NEAR with France on the question of the 
European Defense COémmunity. Ratification has been with- 
held by France for more than two years. The Richards 
amendment to the mutual security appropriation for fiscal year 
1954 prohibits the delivery of equipment purchased with the 


funds provided to the member 


states of the European Defense 


Community if the treaty has not gone into effect. 


Because of delays due to the 
time required to place contracts 
and to ‘the long manufacturing 
time of most itezas of heavy 
military equipment, the amend- 
ment had little effect in the 
current fiscal year which ends 
June 30. However, some items 
are already being withheld and 
stored in Europe. 


Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles did not object to con- 
tinuance of the Richards amend- 
ment in the appropriation act 
for the next fiscal year, although 
he requested that it be amended 
so that equipment could be de- 
livered to nations which have 
ratified the treaty. Belgium, 
Holland, Luxembourg and Ger- 
many have ratified, while France 
_ and Italy have not. . 

During the next fiscal year the 
Richards amendment will bring 
a marked slow-down in de- 
liveries of military equipment to 
France and Italy. 

This is a form of pressure that 
has its critics. Dulles, however, 
contends that ‘if the grants of 
funds and delivery of erd items 
of military equipmént are not 
accomplishing the purpose for 
which they are intended, it is 
not pressure to stop. 

Dulles’s Objective. 


Dulles considers the European 
Defense Community primarily as 
a means of ending ancient 
French-German fear and hos- 
tility and only secondarily as a 
vehicle to authorize German 
rearmament. Unless it is rati- 
fied he believes that Frenchb- 
German hostility will continue. 
“If what we are supporting,” he 
said, “is a constant controversy, 
there is no reason to pour gaso- 
line on it.” 

The new French premier, 
Pierre Mendes-France, promised 
in a speech to the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies June 17 that 
he would submit propositions to 
the chamber so that it could make 
its decision on France’s policy 
for a united Europe without any 
further delay. It appears that 
these proposals will require 
changes and new protocols which 
will have to be debated and 
ratified by the other members 
of the EDC, thus causing fur- 
ther delay. 

The treaty, together with its 
protocols, covers 88 pages of 
text. It is something of a mon- 
strosity and this is one of the 
valid reasons that have made rat- 
ification difficult. Initially the 
treaty was intended to be a 
simple way of controlling Ger- 
man military forces, joining them 
in an international force and 
command under conditions that

international control. 


. Super-State Structure. 


The original simple idea ap- 

ears to have been taken over 

y people who saw in the treaty 
a chance to promote the integra- 
tion of western Europe. They 
produced, as a result, the be- 
ginnings of a super-state with a 
council of ministers, a common 
assembly, a commissariat and a 
court of justice. It is much more 
complicated than the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization.

The assembly is the legislative 
body of the community. It 
meets once a year. The treaty 
provides that this assembly shall 
study the creation of an EDC 
assembly elected on a demo- 
cratic t- ‘s. 


“The definitive organization 
which will take the place of the 
present transitional organiza- 
tion,” the treaty states, “should 
be conceived so as to be capable 
of constituting one of the ele- 
ments of an ultimate federal or 
confederal structure, based upon 
the principle of the separation 
of powers and including, par- 
ticularly, a bicameral represent- 
ative system.” 

The council is composed of 
representatives of the govern- 
ment of the member ‘states. Its 
task is to harmonize the actions 
of the commissariat with the 
policies of the government of 
the member states. It is re- 
quired to be organized so that 
it can meet at any time and is 
directed to meet at least every 
three months. 


Court of Justice. 


The court is the court of jus- 
tice of the European coal and 
steel community. Its functions 
are both civil and criminal. It 
also is empowered to decide dis- 


t putes between the commissariat 


or the council and the member 
states. 


The treaty provides that con- 
scripts from all nations shall 
serve the same period of active 
duty. The men wiil wear a com- 
mon uniform and receive identi- 
cal pay: 

A financial comptroller and an 
accounts commission is provided 
for, as is a budget which is 
drafted by the commissariat. 
Member states are required to 
make contributions to meet the 
expenses of the European army 
in accordance with the percent- 
ages used by NATO. 


Military Set-Up. 


The largest basic national 
ufiits are the equivalent of the 
Army division and the Air Force 
wing.

It can be seen that this organ- 
ization will cause interminable 
disputes, It does not have the 
authority of a federal govern- 
ment, although it has its com- 
and is reaching for full 
federal authority.

able today. For Mr. Meyer is 
a man who had an idea and 
made it work; this well-packed 
volume is a fine product of 
the idea. 

Soon after World War II 
ended, Mr. Meyer returned 
from service in the Mediter- 
ranean, filled with plans. He 
had seen a great part of the 
world and had been impressed 
with, among other things, that 
world’s capacity to enjoy it- 
self at fairs, festivals and sim- 
ilar projects that involve good 
will, good international rela- 
tions and, most important, a 
simple good time. 

Bob Meyer went on to be- 
come the greatest author in 
this field, as owner-operator 
of Festival Information Serv- 
ice of New York, Govern- 
ments and individuals consult 
him; he now spends most of 
his time gallivanting around 
the globe, peering, savoring 
the subject that he has mas- 
tered. “Festivals Europe” 
should be a delight, not only 
for Americans who go abroad 
but also those who stay at 
home and enjoy their “travel” 
as much as the more active 
ones. 

More Americans than ever 
before, he points out, are see- 
ing the world, and economic- 
ally and happily. His book 
will contribute to American 
understanding and knowledge 
of other countries. He notes 
that “festivals are people,” 
and he defines his subject in 
a broad sense, covering every- 
thing from superb events such 
as the Edinburgh music-the- 
ater festivals to bright little 
fairs in Scandinavia. 

In all, the book includes 600 
celebrations, including those 
of Yugoslavia at the edge of 
the Iron Curtain, the tiny 
Monaco, Luxembourg and the 
larger countries.

Ernest Hemingway's style: 
the words, he wrote, “strike 
you, each one, as if they were 
pebbles fetched fresh from a 
brook. They live and shine, 
each in its own place. So one 
of his pages has the effect of 
a brook-bottom into which you 
look down through the flowing 
water. The words form a tes- 
sellation, each in order beside 
the other.” 


Even the _§ style-conscious 
reader, it is likely, rarely won- 
ders how that style came to 
be. The thought that the 
Hemingway of “The Sun Also 
Rises,” “A Farewell to Arms,” 
“For Whom the Bell Tolls,” 
and the rest of the familiar 
successes ever had to serve an 
apprenticeship—go to school 
to language, form, technique, 
experience — seems somehow 
rather absurd. Surely the man 
was born with all that ex- 
pertness in manipulating art- 
ful complexity to achieve his 
well-known “transparent sim- 
plicity?” 

He *himself is the first to 
say no. “A great enough writ- 
er,” he says, “has only been 
born with the ability to learn 
- » » Quicker ... than other 
men and without conscious ap- 
plication. ... There are some 
things which cannot be 
learned quickly, and time... 
must be paid heavily for their 
acquiring. They are the sim- 
plest things. ...” 

The “early years” (1916-24) 
through which Mr. Fenton (an 
instructor in English at Yale) 
traces Hemingway were part 
of what has been a continuous 
payment, The 1916-24 appren- 
ticeship, says Mr. Fenton, 
established Hemingway's pro- 
fessional principles and hab- 
its, but “he has continued to 
impose upon himself a de- 
manding growth and a rigid 
discipline.” As Hemingway

himself told a friend in 1949, 
“I'm apprenticed out at it un- 


til I die. Dopes can say you 
mastered it. But I know no- 
body ever mastered it.” Mr. 
Fenton’s handy study details 
the first apprenticeship, ‘a 
definition of the process by 
which Ernest Hemingway 
transposed a conventional tal- 
ent into an artistic skill.”

N active apprenticeship, a 
A lively process: Heming- 

way early decided, after 
his comfortable Oak Park (IIl.) 
beginnings, that he was not 
“going to peter out his life on 
a warm hearthstone.” He 
avoided that unmanly fate by 
easing into the life of a work- 
ing newspaperman via_ the 
Kansas City Star (“because I 
thought it was the best paper 
in the United States”). Then, 
in an “extensive, sustained 
and purposeful” pursuit of ex- 
perience and skill, he packed 
into the next few years ex- 
hilarating—and sometimes te- 
dious — duties as American 
Field Service ambulance driv- 
er, feature-writer, and foreign 
correspondent. 

The “warm.  hearthstone” 
seemed far away indeed as he 
moved to Italy (“Whatever I 
had to do men had always 
done”), Toronto, Chicago, back 
to Europe and Paris, then to 
Asia Minor, Lausanne, the 
Ruf, Paris again, and Toronto. 
There, in January, 1924, he ef- 
fected an “explosive separa- 
tion” from “the colossus of 
Canadian journalism” the 
Star, formally abandoning 


the relative security of the 
newspaper world for the inse- 
curity and uncertainties of 
creative writing. 

He was rich in materials for 
that writing. His six years of 
rootlessness and _ laborious, 
often exasperating alternation 
between the highs and lows of 
journalism had sent him into 
war, travel, sport, and a vari- 
ety of vocational and literary 
associations. The war taught 
him “about. people under 
stress and before and after it.” 
Sherwood Anderson helped 
him a lot in the literary Chi- 
cago of the Twenties; he was 
a spur, a symbol. 

In Paris, Gertrude Stein af- 
fected him powerfully. Close 
association with her in late 
1922 and early 1923 resulted 
in his writing her from To- 
ronto in November, 1923, “I’m 
going to chuck journalism. . . 
You ruined me as a journalist 
last winter. Have been no 
good since.”

S Mr. Fenton véry read- 
A ably indicates, it was 

Hemingway's peculiar for- 
tune to encounter most of the 
significant experiences of his 
personal and professional life 
before he was 25: when bare- 
ly 18, he began his vocation; 
not yet 19, severely wounded 
in the war; at 19, victim of 
“an acutely unhappy love af- 
fair;” at 22, married; at 24, a 
father, a foreign correspond- 
ent, and author of his first 
major published work. 


He met these experiences at 
least significantly because of 
his journalistic ties and trav- 
els. He has always explicitly 
acknowledged his large debt 
to journalism, but without 
sentimentalizing the profes- 
sion or overlooking its essen- 
tial threat to creative writing. 
Journalism, he felt, is like war 
—valuable to a writer “up un- 
til-the point that it forcibly 
begins to destroy your mem- 
ory. A writer must leave it 
before that point. But he will 
always have scars from it.” 


This unpretentious, work- 
manlike book, which estab- 
lishes Mr. Fenton as a chron- 
icler of high merit, deserves 
the attention of every reader 
to whom Ernest Hemingway 
has been both a powerful 
stream of thoughtful enter- 
tainment and a commanding 
figure in the pageant of Eng- 
lish prose.

RS. KEYES’S loyal fol- 
M lowing, which seems to

Around one of these boxes 
Mrs. Keyes has built her new 
story, The scene is London, 
the time the present. The ac- 
tion takes place within 24 
hours, but Mrs. Keyes escapes 
from this time squeeze by oc- 
casional use of flashbacks. 


The theater party is given 
by a young American Embassy 
official for the American Am- 
bassador to an Eastern country 
who is passing through Lon- 
don. The author makes the 
party a gay and fashionable 
one indeed, with actresses, 
diplomats and aristocrats as 
the guests. Neat little sub- 
plots are tucked into the main 
theme, Then suddenly the Am- 
bassador is poisoned, and all 
at once we are plunged into 
a mystery. Scotland Yard 
takes over. 


All this is done like a crafts- 
man fitting sections together 
to make a fine piece. Mrs. 
Keyes keeps her mystery taut, 
with her romances budding at 
the same time, never slacken- 
ing the suspense until the 
Yard puts its finger on the 
murderer.

HE “innocence” in the 
T title of this very odd book 

is simple American faith 
in the people. In one elo- 
quent concluding chapter, 
Jonathan Daniels reaffirms 
that faith, and denies that the 
“end” has, indeed, been 
reached. “America will be 
least naive,” he writes, “when 
it maintains its innocence. It 
will do that because across his- 
tory and forward in history to 
the real New World the Amer- 
icans, when they are not too 
fat or too frightened, are the 
most radical people on earth.” 
This is a century of world- 
wide revolution; by being true 
to the principles of our own 
revolution, our own American 
dream, we can lead the world 
“as a part of a world comrade- 
ship.” 

Nine-tenths of this book, 
however, is a strange kind of 
history of the administration 
of Woodrow Wilson, 1913-1921, 
compiled chiefly from diaries, 
private correspondence, frag- 
mentary recollections, and ap- 
parently assiduous research in 
the meretricious tinsel of so- 
ciety columns and forgotten 
scurrilous chit-chat magazines.

According to information from 
a well-informed man in the 
industry, there are 29,000,000 
TV sets in the United States 
and it’s interesting to guess 
how many of those sets would 
have carried the fight if a pay- 
as-you-see arrangement had 
been in operation. 


There are at least three 
companies which have gone 
beyond the blueprint stage 
and have tested methods of 
selling TV to the consumer, 
the family in the living room, 
or the group in the tavern, 
One, called Phonevision, per- 
fected by a radio corporation, 
involves a tie-up with the tele- 
phone companies. If you want 
to see a televised show, you 

‘order it by telephone, it is 
made available and you pay 
for the service on your next 
telephone bill. Experiments in 
Chicago with movie films, 
showed the method was me- 
chanically satisfactory. 

Another method, called Tel- 
emeter and backed by a big 
motion picture company, uses 
coin boxes attached to home 
TV sets. Experiments at Palm 
Springs with Telemeter were 
interesting. When a show was 
especially attractive, com- 
parable to a world champion- 
ship fight, subscriptions ran as 
high as 84 per cent. When ed- 
ucational shows were present- 
ed, subscription’ dropped as 
low as 5 per cent. 

A third method, called Skia- 
tron, uses punch cards which 
may be purchased for selected 
shows and inserted in a de- 
vice attached to the TV set, to 
make the desired’ program 
available. Skiatron is owned 
now by a corporation that 
makes movie shows for tele- 
vision. 


It is understood, too, that 
other companies are at. work 
on methods so that when the 
FCC gets around, if it ever 
does, to approving one or 
more, the competition will be 
terrific.

Jack Davis, who glides through 
the air with the greatest of ease 
over either a high hurdle or low 
hurdle, became a double winner 
in the National A.A.U. track 
championships for the second 
straight year when he won the 
220-yard low hurdle race last 


night in record time of 23.2 
seconds. 


The former University of 
Southern California athlete, 
competing now for the Los An- 
geles Athletic Club, won by four 
or five yards over two Illinois 
U. swifties, Joe Corley and Wil- 
lard Thompson. 
As a Public Schools Stadium 
crowd estimated at 7000 cheered 
him on, Davis cracked the 
United States A.A.U. record of 
23.5 seconds set by Bob Max- 
well of Los Angeles ’way back 
in 1931. It was one of seeming 
unending series of national meet 
records on the two-day program. 
Eight more national meet rec- 
ords were bettered the second 
night of the carnival, making a 
total of 14 marks bettered in 
two days here. 
Six times were lowered in 
races on the cinder track last 
night and two distances were 
surpassed in weight events. Jim- 
my Lea of Southern California 
set the pattern in the first final, 
the 440. 

Bragg Wins 220, Too. 
And Art Bragg, the former 
Morgan State flyer who had set 
a 9.4-second mark for the 100- 
yard dash the night before, cli- 
maxed the record-breaking with 
a 21.2-second spurt in the 220- 
yard dash (around a turn), mak- 
ing him one of three double 
winners. Bragg’s victory came 
in a photo finish in which Char- 
ley Thomas of Texas U. was sec- 
ond by a nose, the phototimer 
showed. . 
Los Angeles Athletic Club 
won the team title, nosing out 
defending champion New York 


was decided. 

Davis also was a winner in the 
120-yard high hurdles the night 
before, but he was not one of 
the six men to crack records 
in the Friday portion of the 
track and field “world series.” 
The Los Angeles hurdler also 
won his two specialties at last 
year’s A.A.U. meet at Dayton, O. 
Mal Whitfield, the two-time 
Olympic 800-meter champion 
they call the “picture runner” 
because of his graceful stride 
and seemingly effortless motion, 
broke the 880 record in a 
smashing 1:50.8 performance 
that gave him five A.A.U. cham- 
pionships in the half mile in 
the last six years.

Facts Behind Test Case. 


O understand the effect of 
T the new ruling, a brief re-' 
view of facts leading to the 
court test appears necessary: 
George N. Elder, a Cole coun- 
ty resident, went to Crawford 
county May 13, 1952, and, using 
a public road to gain access to 
the Meramec, placed his canoe 
in the stream, quite shallow and 
narrow in that section, and be- 
gan fishing. 
When Elder’s canoe arrived 


at the line of J.M. Delcour’s | 
farm, the fisherman found a/| 
wire watergap fence across the | 
water. Elder pressed the ob- 
struction down, passed over it | 
‘and continued fishing, despite | 
| Delcour’s threat to sue or prose- | 
| cute him for trespassing. 

Elder paid no attention. He | 
encountered a log jam, removed 
| his canoe, carried it along the 
| bank for 30 yards and replaced 
| it in the water. He then waded 
_ the river for 100 yards, fly fish- 
ing. Later, he pulled his canoe 
onto the bank and had lunch. 
All this occurred in a section 
which Delcour claimed was his | 
private property.

bility,” the opinion stated. “He

Sportsmen, of course, would 
like to know when is a stream 
considered “public water and a 
public highway,” so that the 
court’s new ruling would apply. 

Each stream in the state will 
have to be viewed individually 
on this basis. The chief test, as 
the court indicates, is the ‘“‘ca- 
pacity, suitability and use of the 
river at the place in question 
for public and commercial pur- 
poses.’ 

However, it would appear from 
the fact the Meramec is very 
small where it passes through 
the Delcour farm that almost: all 
the streams used by fishermen 
in Missouri would pass the test.

Possum Trot Farm 
No Bankers’ Hours 
At Haying season. 


By Leonard Hall 


|: there is any one thing which our Missouri weather 


lacks, it is the quality of moderation. Thus from the 

long succession of cool ddys and colder nights during 
May, when ica would grow, we have plunged into mid- 
summer weather with tem- 
peratures climbing into the® 
90s and higher. During 
May when we mowed hay, 
it lay in the swath for days 
without curing. Now the 
problem is to get it raked 
and baled before’ it burns 
to a crisp. And before the 
orchard grass and clover 
have been harvested, it is 
time to start on the oats. 
Meanwhile, the rest of the 
farm work pushes us hard. 
There’s the corn to plow, 
before weeds start to over- 
take it: Fly time is here 
and the cattle must be 
sprayed frequently, unless 
we want them to spend 
their daylight hours in the 
brush fighting flies in- 
stead of aut in the pasture putting on pounds. 

The vegetable garden, which stood still for $0 long, 
shows signs of bursting at the seams. And it is time 
to get new “supers” on the beehives to take care of the 
heavy honey flow ,which always comes during the clover 
season. If we don’t do this, the hives become too crowded, 
a‘ condition which encourages. swarming. 


=. = 


@ IN SPITE of everything there is to do, haying gets 
first call at this season. And for it, all other tasks are. neg- 
Yected, since once it starts there can be no stopping. Days 
in the hay fields are. long ones and Matt and Junior and 
I are under way soon after seven, often not finishing up 
until seven in the evening. If the day is hot, we need 
not wait for the dew to dry before starting to mow. The 
raking takes some judgment to catch the hay at just the 
right stage, so that it is still green and won't shatter off 
the leaves, yet will cure out nicely in the windrow for 
baling. 


~ 
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This latter job goes fast, even though Ern 
Stricklin rotates between four or five farms with 
the big baler. And then comes the task of loading 
the bales on truck or wagons, hauling them to the 
barns and stacking them away in the mow. This 
isn’t a bad job in a barn where you can drive in to 
unload, Yet although this is the only logical way to 
build a cattle barn, you find surprisingly few of 
them in the Ozarks. All too often, we find our- 
selves pushing the heavy bales up into lofts, a back- 
breaking job on a hot summer day.

@ THESE RECENT RAINS have been our best in almost 
three years, filling the ponds and creeks and setting the 
springs to running again. In the last one our water-gaps 


. washed out, carried away by logs riding the crest of the 


high water. But we build the gaps with that in mind and 
will take a washed-out water-gap to a drouth, any day. The 
main thing we try to do is have better grass on the inside 
than on the outside, since this greatly lessens the tempta- 
tion for our cattle to go astray while we're getting the new 
gaps buiit. 
, a a 
Right. now the wild roses are at the height of 
their glory, banked in great masses along some of 
the older fence-rows. The neighbors, we are cer- 
tain, do not approve of these tangled fence-rows; 
not so much because of land lost to cultivation but 
becatse they don’t look neat. Yet there’s plenty - 
of evidence of their value to the songbirds for which 
they furnish such an ideal refuge. And the birds 
must eat bugs, caterpillars and other insects run- 
ning into tons during the growing season. “More- 
over, some of the insects which themselves serve as 
_ controls on such harmful species as the alfalfa 
’ caterpildar find shelter in the fence-rows. 


x * * 
@ ANY OF US raised in the country must 
sometimes wonder where all the insect pests come from 
that we know today. We remember orchards which pro- 
duced wonderfil frit without ever having known a spray; 
and gardens innocent of any sign of bean beetle or most 
of the other pests which make vegetable growing today a 
But when we consider how many more 


people our land supports, how many acres of forest have 
been cleared away within our generation and planted to 
crops, how many acres of prairie have been plowed and 
sown to wheat, it is little wonder that we have vastly 
upsét what we inaccurately call the “balance of nature.” 
In a landscape unaltered by man, nature tends to reg- 
ulate itself, even though the natural community is con- 
stantly changing and fluctuating. There is an over-all sta- 
bility and few organisms have a chance’ to upset the bal-

Modern Medicine for 


Medically Speaking, Fido Never Had It So Good— 
Some Current Wonder a Were First Given 
Successfully to Dogs Before Being Used on People

HE patient had been anes- 
T thetized and was out like a 
light. The operation was 
about to begin. Out in the doc- 
tor’s front office a middle-aged 
woman sat fumbling with her 
purse, an anxious expression on 
her face. She had been told the 
patient had a 50-50 chance to 
pull through. 


The operating room presented 
a familiar scene. The _ instru- 
ments were taken from the 
stainless steel sterilizer. The pa- 
tient lay motionless on the table, 
though breathing heavily. The 
doctor wore a long white gown 
and sterile rubber gloves. He 
motioned to his assistant and a 
scalpel was in his hand. With 
quiet precision, he went to work. 

Some 20 minutes passed rap- 
idly as the doctor, with deft, 
sure hands, moved from surgery 
to suture. He made the last loop, 
tied the last knot. He sprinkled 
the area with sulfa, gave the 
patient a shot of penicillin. 
Bandages were applied and the 
patient was carried to Ward A 
and placed on an electric heat- 
ing pad. 

The doctor took off his gloves 
and went out to the front office. 
The woman gave him an anx- 
ious, inquiring look.* He smiled,, 
and she sighed with rehef. 

“Blackie,” he said, “is going 
to be all right.” 

Blackie was an 11-year-old 
Boston terrier which was lucky 
to be-.living in the year 1954. 
It hasn’t been too many years, 
as the history of veterinary 
medicine goes, since he would 
have been considered ‘a hopeless 
case and sent home to die. But 
the tumor had been successfully 
removed, and Blackie would live 
out his normal span. 

Today the dog’s best friend, 
next to his master, is the 
D.V.M., the doctor of veterinary 
medicine, who has raised the 
level of treatment for dogs (not 
to mention cats and farm ani- 
mals and pets of all species) to 
a level which just about equals 
anything done for human be- 
ings. In some respects the dog 
is ahead of people, because 
many of today’s wonder drugs 
were used on him (with .out- 
standing success) for eral 
years before M.D.’s used m 
on people. 


Antibiotics, the so-called won- 


der drugs, and the latest in 
serums and vaccines are among 
routine remedies used by D.V. 
M.’s on animals of all types. 
Surgery, performed under con- 
ditions close to those found in 
any modern hospital for human 
beings, is a part of every day’s 
schedule. 
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IDO never had it go good, as 

far as his general health and 

welfare are concerned. Not 
only is the best treatment avail- 
able, but it is usually forthcom- 
ing when he runs a fever or 
won't eat his cereal. Today’s dog 
owners—of which Ahere are an 
estimated 23,000,000 in the 
country — have become “vet 
conscious.” Their attitude to- 
ward the veterinarian is not un- 
like that of the modern parent 
toward the pediatrician. 

The analogy was brought 
home to me when I spent a 
couple of days with two doctors 
of veterinary medicine, one who 
specializes on dogs and cats, and 
another who treats animals of 
all sizes, but most of whose 
practice is among farm animals. 

Zoday'’s doctor of veterinary 
medicine is far removed from 
the old time “horse doctor” of 
other days who had a dingy, 
one-room office where he op- 
erated—when he did operate— 
on an old table, prescribed pat- 
ent remedies for all ailments, 
and hoped for the best. 

The modern apimal doctor is 
a doctor in the true sense of the 
word. To enter practice today, 
he must have six years of col- 
lege training, twe in pré-medical 
studies, and four years of ac- 
tual medicine, which includes 
surgery. There are only 16 ac- 
credited veterinary schools in 
the country, and entrance re- 
quirements are just about as 
high as those of any medical 
school. 

Dr. L. N. Atkinson, a gradu- 
ate of Kansas State College, 
came to St. Louis about six 
years ago after several years of 
practice in Oklahoma. He start- 
ed a small clinic in the county, 
and his practice today reflects 


‘the growth of the profession 


generally. . 

He has had to enlarge his 
clinic twice. His waiting room 
has paneled walls, rn leath- 
er and chrome furniture and 
handsome tinted etchings of 
various breeds of pedigreed dogs 
on the walls. There are the 
usual copies of Time and the 
Saturday Evening Post on the 
table, but the most thumbed 
magazines are Dog World, Dog 
News, and Outdoor Life. There 
is a’ modern operating room 
complete with X-ray, a consulta- 
tion room, a laboratory and sev- 
eral wards for ailing patients, 
including an isolation ward for 
animals with communicable dis- 
eases. 

The day starts with surgery. 
Dr. Atkinson operates each morn- 


ing from 8 to 10, hoping to com-, 


plete four operations a day. Like’ 
most D.V.M.s, however, he is usu-

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keeps it.up all day. The doctor’s 
secretary, Mrs. Helen Bessie, told. 
me that she answers an average 
of about 120 calls a day. They 
come from anxious owners whose 
questions range from what to 
feed brand-new puppies to how 
One of the first 
calls was,from a man who want- 
ed to know if the doctor removes 
dogs’ tonsils. He does. 

After Blackie, still wuncon- 
scious, and bandaged from his 
chin to .his hind legs, had been 
placed in the recovery ward, the 
doctor started his second opera- 
tion. It was another Boston ter- 
rier with a rather unusual knee 
condition, found only in dogs. 
His kneecaps slipped. When they 
did, he couldn't walk. The cure 
consists of removing the knée 
caps, a technique developed by 
a D.V.M. a few years ago. 

“It may oucpeige you to 
know,” the doctor’ said as he 
wielded his scalpel, “that the 
Stader splint was devised by a 
veterinary doctor.” The splint, a 
metal pin with outside support- 
ing bars to hold the broken ends 
in place, was first used on dogs 
and was picked up and widely 
used by the Navy in World War 
II. It has since been adopted by 
other branches of the armed 
forces and by many bone spe- 
cialists

T a clinic such as this, which 
leans to dogs and cats, the 
percentage runs about 90 per 

cent dogs. Not because dogs are 

healthier; there are just more 
of them. Also they’re much bet- 
ter patients, the doctor -said. 

Cats won't co-operate. Dogs seem 

to sense you're trying to help 

them, but cats, like a lot of chil- 
dren, want no part of the doc- 
tor.

given in time. And just three 
years ago Cornell University set 
up a Veterinary Virus Research 
Institute to fight hepatitis, a 
virus which infects the kidfieys. 
They have come up with a dual 
purpose vaccine which will give 
dogs virtual protection against 
both diseases. 

The institute is financed 
largely by donations from own- 
ers of pedigreed dogs, many of 
whom have lost expensive ani- 
mals to the disease. Among 
them is John Olin, presideftt. of 
Olin Industries. A black Labra- 
dor, which Olin had imported 
from England, died soon after it 
arrived. A post-mortem by the 
Institute showed it had been a 


victim of hepatitis.

chondriacs. They discover they 
get special attention when 
they’re sick or hurt, and like 
children, they want to go on 
getting the same attention. The 
doctor recalled one dog which so 
loved the affection he got when 
his leg was injured that long 
after the leg was healed, he 
would lift it and start limping 
pitifully whenever he was 
scolded. 

There are even more hypo- 
chondriac owners. They're the 
people who worry about every 
sneeze or cough. A woman called 
up one day and asked, “‘What's 
wrong with a pup when It makes 
a noise like this—?’’ Whereupon 
she started making wheezing 
and snorting noises that sounded 
like a cement mixer. It was sug- 
gested that she bring the dog 
in and let it make the noise. 

And there was the woman 
who rushed in with her dog and 
announced that he had gotten 
hold of and eaten a whole pound 
of braunschweiger, skin and all. 
The doctor said there wasn't a 
lot to worry about, but that the 
dog probably would turn green 
at the sight of braunschweiger 
as long as he lived. 

Unlike the M.D., the D.V.M. 
doesn't give his patient a pre- 
scription to be filled. Many of 
the remedies wouldn't be found 
in. drug stores, and even the 
standard remedies are usually 
prepared in different quantities 
For 
instance, it would take 16 times 
as much aureomycin for a horse 
as for a man. For those reasons, 
veterinarians buy and dispense 
the drugs themselves. 

Today all the big, well-known 
drug firms are preparing medi- 
cines for animals, and the sale 
of animal medicine now comes 


-to about $150,000,000 a year. 


While most city dwellers think 
of the D.V.M. in the terms of 
pets, there is no busier man to 
be found than the veterinarian 
who works in the field of farm 
animals. To the farmer he is as 
indispensable as~hay. There are 
an estimated 185,000,000 head 
of livestock on the nation’s pas- 
tures today, worth somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 10 bil-

lion dollars. As one cattle breed- 
er puts it, providing proper 
medical treatment for livestock 
isn't just humanitarian; it's 
smart business. 

I saw a good example of what 
a veterinarian means to a cattle 
raiser when I went on a call 
with Dr. J. H. Evans, Jr., of 
St. Charles. Dr. Evans, like most 
doctors in small towns with a 
large rural practice, treats any 
kind of animal brought to him, 
but most of his business is with 
farm animals in St. Louis and 
St. Charles counties,

FE went to the St. Louis 
W County farm of R. E. Bell, 
who raises prize-winning 
Angus-Aberdeen cattle. The 
case was that of a cow with a 
36-hour old calf. The cow wasn't 
producing milk, and the calf was 
weak and wobbly from. jack of 
nourishment. 

This would have beet A very 
serious situation in the old days. 
But thanks to modern science 
and the knowledge of hormones, 
today it’s a relatively simple 
matter. The doctor gave the cow 
a large shot of hormone éxtract. 
And within 15 minutes the calf 
was getting his first square meal 
and mother and child wre 
doing nicely. 

Most diseases In farm animals 
could be whipped, the doctor 
explained, just as many diseases 
among human beings have been 
brought der control, if farm- 
ers would take advantage of 
modern science. A good example 
is hog cholera, still the number 
one enemy in porcine circles. 
There is a vaccine which pre- 
vents it, but many farmers 
don't vaccinate, or else wait un- 
til it’s too late, If every pig 
were vaccinated for cholera. the 
doctor said, the disease would 
be as rare as smallpox in. human 
beings. 

Penicillin, the mycin drugs 
and the sulfa drugs are used 
as routinely and effectively in 
animals as in human beings. 
The big drawback is the cost. 
Any parent who has paid for 
mycin drugs for a sick child 
can be glad he isn’t buying it 
for a farm animal. It would cost 
him about 16 times as much. 

Many of today’s farmers are 
graduates of agricultural schools 
and they know what modern vet- 
erinary medicine can do. Unlike 
their fathers, who usually tried 
to cure animals with home reme- 
dies, they are vet conscious. 

“They keep up,” the doctor. 
pointed out, “and they know that 
the vet can be the farmer's best 
friend.” 
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ODAY’S D.V.M. performs 

operations on large animals 

which used to be considered 
futile because of the high danger 
of infection due to conditions 
under which they had to oper- 
ate. But antibiotics have over- 
come most of the danger. 

A good example is found in 
what veterinarians refer to as 
“hardware cases.” Cows, in the 
course of grazing, often swallow 
nails, pieces of baling wire and 
other indigestible odds and ends. 
Even in a cow's stomach, a diet 
of that sort can be overdone and 
lead to trouble. 

In the old days a “hardware 
case” simply meant a lost cow. 
Operating was too risky, Nowae 
days they operate and seldom 
lose a cow. 

Another modern advancement 
is the treatment of milk fever, 
a condition which used to be 
considered fatal. Today a shot 
of calcium glutinate brings an 
almost instantaneous reaction. 

“I've seen cows down and in 
a state of coma,” Dr. Evans 
said, “but 15 minutes after a 
shot they were up and about 
and virtually recovered.” 

To children who own pets, the 
veterinary is a sort of superman, 
and the doctor often finds him- 
self treating not only dogs and 
cats, but every kind of animal 
ever kept for a pet, from rac- 
coons to foxes, and even skunks. 

But one veterinarian found 
himself stumped not long ago 
when two children came in with 
a bok which, when opened, re- 
vealed a turtle. He was sick, the 
children explained, and could 
the doctor cure him? 

Veterinary medicine has made 
tremendous strides, the doctor 
allowed, but there was ust 
nothing in the books or in his 
experience that equipped him to 
cope with a sick turtle.

It is difficult to imagine why 
Miss Booth—whose gentle, moon 
face has been adored by theater- 
goers since she first appeared on 
Broadway in 1925 in “Hell’s 
Bells”—should still have her 
complex. But she does. All the 
top acting awards, the statuettes 
and medals and flattering critics’ 
reviews haven’t cured her. 

“I suppose the real trouble Is 
that I’m a dormant dreamer and 
a hopeless romantic. Most women 
are, you know. 

“And when you're a dreamer,” 
she went on, “you don’t like to 
face reality any more than nec- 
essarv. So you find yourself not 
spending too much time with 
other people because they tend 
to make you face un to reality— 
and believe me that is not near- 
ly so pleasant.” 

Miss Booth has played lonely, 
dreaming women in three of her 
last four Broadway plays. With 
her inborn understanding of 
these personalities, she has won 
awards for all of them—the 
giddy Aunt Cissy in “A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn.” the tragic 
Lola in “Come Back, Little 
Sheba” and the nervous spinster 
Leona Samish in “The Time of 
the Cuckoo.” 

“All those characters had the 
same incurable romanticism. 
Like mine,” she said wistfully. 
“They were looking through a 
mist for a knight on a white 
horse and they couldn't settle 
for less.” 

Miss Booth. offstage as well as 
on, seems to have a built-in sad- 
ness about her. There is at least 
one tangible reason for it. 

Her first marriage. to Ed 
“Archie” Gardner, who origi- 
nated the famous-radio., movie 
and TV hangout called “Duffy's 
Tavern,” ended in divorce. But 
her second marriage, to a hand- 
some artist-farmer named Bill 
Baker, ended more tragically. He 
died suddenly of a heart attack 
in 1951 while she was in re- 
hearsal for “A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn.” 


* * * 
NE writer had described that 
marriage as one of such great 
love and devotion that it was 

nice “just listening to its over- 
tones.” After Baker’s death, 
Miss Booth went into retirement 
for three days and then re- 
turned to fulfill her role as the 
part-comic, part-pathetic figure 
of Aunt Cissy. It led into an- 
other era of success. She is 
sorry Bill missed it. 

Miss Booth lives alone now in 
an apartment which she and her 
husband shared briefly before 
his death, across the street from 
Manhattan’s Museum of Modern 
Art and nine short squares from 
the Majestic theater where she 
transfixes the people in the 
musical “By the Beautiful Sea.” 

“It’s a two bedroom apartment 
that was fine for the two of us,’ 
she says, “but in which I do a 
good dea! of rattling around.” 

Her companions are Miss 
June Smith, her personal maid 
for the last 15 years, and a 
poodle named “Pretty Prego” 
(“Prego” means “you're wel- 
come” in Italian). . . 

With Prego and Miss Smith 
for company and with her work 
to keep her occupied, Miss 
Booth insists she doesn’t want 
for entertainment. Her only 
off-Broadway appearances are 
occasional performances at char- 
ity benefits or on radio shows 
run by “people I really like and 
wouldn't dream of turning 
down.” 

She also allows herself to go 
dancing after her performance 
occasionally “because I love 
dancing more than anything.” 

But most of the time she de- 
votes to quiet reading or sleep- 
ing outside the theater where 
she plays a strenuous singing, 
dancing role. “Any actress worth 
the name,” she maintains, “will 
ignore the cocktail circuit and 
the society sets. You owe all 
your energies to your producer 
and your audience.” 

When she is asked if she 
thinks she will ever marry 
again, Miss Booth answers quick- 
ly and honestly: “I doubt it,” 

“You see,” she says, “I just 
am not a woman who needs 
companionship. If it comes along 
and it is just right, that is won- 
derful. But when you don’t need 
a husband you don’t drive 
self in that on. So I be- 
lieve that it’s doubtful.” 

In fact, not only does she re- 
fuse to seek out a man—she

and confidence when she 
was aged 2 and got up before a 
Sunday School audience in Phila- 
delphia to sing “In the Good Old 
Summertime.” 

“That was my first experience 
with. applause and I was gone,” 
she recalls. “No one could/con- 
vince me that I was not going 
on the stage. And I figured I'd 
be pretty darn good too,” - 

She doesn’t remember now 
whether the big folks applauded 
out of sympathy or relief, but it 
doesn’t matter. The sound of it 


’ made her decide promptly upon 


making a career of'applause-get- 
ting. She was neatly assisted by 
her father, a respectable busi- 
nessman. 

“He said I must not go on th 
stage,” recalls Miss Booth, “so 
of course I had to.” 

Now, at the age of 44, she 
finds herself on top of the stack 
of gilt-edged Broadway securi- 
ties; she can, it appears, do no 
wrong. It was proved several 
weeks ago when she opened in 
“By the Beautiful Sea.” The 
critics agreed that the musical 
was not much but that Miss 
Booth, who could act out a con- 
gressional amendment and make 
it scintillate, is “the champ.” 

It was a struggle, though, and 
Miss Booth’s final success was 
pot easily come by. First she 
went on the stage in a series 
of stock company productions in 
New Haven, Conn., when she 
was 12. 

“Tl was on fire,” she says of 
those teen-age days, “but _no- 
body caught the glow.” 

In 1925 she got the big break 
—she thought then. She moved 


‘ onto Broadway in “Hell’s Bells” 


with Humphrey Bogart, a tal- 
ented young chap. It was a suc- 
cess. Bogart went on. But Shir- 
ley wasn’t invited back for any 
good, big ones—yet. 

Ten Broadway appearances 
later, after more out-of-town 
practice in stock, she found her- 
self limited to once-a-week ap- 
pearances as a satirist in a New 
York hotel. Miss Booth, who has 
a soft, rounded figure by na- 
ture, was pretty thin. 

However, a critic happened to 
catch her act and reported: 
“Miss Booth is. a comedienne 
who ought to be playing on 
Broadway six nights a week in- 
stead of one and probably soon 
will be.” 

He was right. Shortly there- 
after Shirley was approached 
by the producers of an uproar- 
iously funny show called 
“Three Men on a Horse.” She

HAT does your hushand do

Finally because he _ suffered 
acutely from asthma and found 
the climate of Arizona friendly, 
he enrolled at Arizona State 
Teachers College near Phoenix 
and became a part-time radio 
announcer. Called into the 
Army in 1942, he says the mili- 
tary found his asthma more 
trouble than he was worth, and 
Steve headed for Los Angeles. 

There on radio, Steve’s warm, 
ready wit won him a huge audi- 
ence and he came to be known 
not as a disc jockey but as a 
top-rate comedian. Groucho 
Marx called him “the best Allen 
since Fred.” Some three years 
ago he emerged upon the New 
York television scene and has 
been gaining in popularity ever 
since. 

Six feet three inches tall, 
Steve weighs 195 pounds and 
confines his attempts at exer- 
cise to an occasional game of 
table tennis. Since his success 
in television, the movies have 
been holding out some attrac- 
tive bait.

NOBLE sorrow pervades the 

whole fabric of Dvorak’s 
**“Stabat Mater” making it, 
possibly, the composer's great- 
est achievement., Dvorak’s other 
works are not generally placed 
in the first rank of Western 
music but the “Stabat Mater” 
certainly fulfills the essential 
purpose of great music by af- 
fectiong the listener with a sense 
of tenderness and exaltation. 
This effect can be accounted for 
analytically by the skill with 
which the phrase is molded to 
the text, the clear linear writ- 
ing, the dramatic contrasts of 
masses of sound, the fluent, In- 
gratiating melodic content. The 
“Stabat Mater” is given an ex- 
cellent performance by the 
Czech Singer Chorus, the Czech 
Philharmonic Orchestra and 
soloists under the direction of 
Vaclav Talich. (Urania, two 12- 
inch Lps in album.) The soloists | 
are D. Takalova, soprano, M.. 
Krasova, contralto, B. Blachut, 
tenor and K. Kalas, bass.

Devotees of the sheer fabrics, 

such as the organzas and chif- 
fons, find that this is the season 
to invest in a filmy type of sum- 
mer evening dress. While the 
majority of these dresses are 
full-skirted, the late-day sheath 
made of chiffon is one of the 
newest types. The slim skirt is 
cascaded with drapery to com- 
plement a rippled off-the-shoul- 
der bodice.

EMONADE, AN OLD STANDBY as a hot weather bever- 
age, now comes into use as a salad ingredient. M 
Lou Little of Maplewood, 17-year-old high school grad- 
uate and currently reigning as queen of her community, 
uses fresh or frozen lemonade thickened with gelatin as 
base for a molded salad. 

Mary Lou's first step is to soak the gelatin in a half-cup 
of lemonade while twdé cups of the lemonade is heating. 


. The soaked gelatin is dissolved in the hot lenfonade and 


then cooled and diluted with one and one-half cups of the 
cold lemonade. The gelatin-lemonade mixture is divided in 
two parts; to one of these is added one-fourth teaspoon salt 
and one tablespoon vinegar, and then it is chilled. Wheh 
it is partially thickened, the cottage cheese is beaten in and 
the chives are folded in. Mixture is poured into greased 


mold and chilled until firm. 


To the remaining half of the gelatin mixture are added 
three tablespoons vinegar and one-half teaspoon salt along 
with the diced beets, celery, onion and horseradish. This is 
partially congealed before pouring on top of the cheese 
layer. It is chilled again until completely set. When ready 
to serve, the mold is dipped in hot water for a second, then 
unmolded on a platter. Salad is garnished with a few radish 
roses and sweet pickles sliced lengthwise and fanned apart. 
Mayonnaise, sour cream or French dressing are served 
on the side. Potato chips make an exellent accompaniment. 

INGREDIENTS: For the base for both layers—four cups 
lemonade (either bottled or frozen), two tablespoons unfla- 
vored gelatin, four tablespoons vinegar, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt. For the fillings—one cup cottage cheese, two 
tablespoons chives, three-fourths cup diced celery, two tea- 
spoons grated onion, one tablespoon horseradish, one cup 
diced cooked beets, and French, sour cream or mayonnaise 
dressing. Radishes, pickles and potato chips.

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Here’s What America 
Means to Me 


by CoL. BERNT BALCHEN 
ARCTIC ADVISER TO THE U.S. AIR FORCE 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
ROM THE VERY first day I landed in 
this country — which is now my 
country, too, by adoption—I have 


cherished the unlimited opportuni- 


ties that it offers to us all, as a democracy 
built upon the ideals which make life 
worthwhile. America, to me, is the symbol 
of freedom. 

My cradle stood in Norway, which is a 
democracy, too, and close in form to our 
own Government. But it lacks the large 
resources with which we are blessed, and 
the opportunities that American tradition 
has created. 

From my early youth, my interest in the 
outdoor life was always wisely encouraged 
by my parents. It was my fortune to meet 
some of the great explorers of our age, 
like Fridtjof Nansen, Roald“\Amundsen, 
Scott and Shackleton,-in my home. This 
naturally inspired and directed my inter- 
ests towards the polar regions. 

My military career, which started in 
Norway, took me into aviation as a mem- 
ber of the Royal Norwegian Naval Air 
Force. Flying became my profession. It 
was the combination of these two things, 
my interest in the polar regions and avia- 
tion, that brought me to my new country. 

In 1925, when Capt. Roald Amundsen 
and Lincoln Elisworth were forced down 
in the polar pack ice on an attempted 
flight from Spitzbergen to the North Pole, 
I was chosen as one of the pilots on a 
search expedition to look for them. 

A year later, I was in Spitzbergen again, 
this time as a member of the Amundsen- 
Ellsworth-Nobile transpolar flight. Here. 
I met Adm. Richard E. Byrd and his 
pilot, Floyd Bennett, and witnessed their 
flight to the North Pole and, later, the 
takeoff of the dirigible Norge for its flight 
to Alaska across the Arctic. 

Admiral Byrd gave me the great chance 
of my life by inviting me to return to the 
United States with his expedition and to 
go with him to Greenland the following 
year. I am forever thankful to him for 
this. Instead of going to Greenland, I flew 


with the Admiral across the Atlantic in 
1927 and to the South Pole in '29. 

Shortly afterwards I was accepted as a 
citizen of the United States, and was thus 
able to share fully the responsibilities and 
the privileges of being an American. Since 
then, I have learned to love my country 
in all its forms from the shores of the 
Arctic Ocean to the Gulf of Mexico. 

It was a big day for me when I became 
a commissioned officer in our armed 
forces. The years that I had spent in the 


_Arctic and the Antarctic had taught me 


many valuable things that came to good 
use in my first assignment in the Army 
Air Corps. In September, 1941, Task 
Force Eight secretly left Brooklyn Port of 
Embarkation for Greenland, in order to 
establish our then‘most northernmost air- 
base, just above the Arctic Circle. 

For two years I was the commanding 
Officer here, and this is where I really got 
to know the American soldiers and to ap- 
preciate their uninhibited view of life and 
their great adaptability even under the 
most rigorous conditions. 

Their way of tackling problems, new, 
and for them entirely unknown, is a facil- 
ity that American life and thinking de- 
velop. It is an important contributing 
factor to the greatness of this nation. 


' Our Arctic Frontier 


HE OPERATIONAL experiences gained 

in the high North during the last war 

gave us a valuable repository for fur- 
nishing much-needed know-how in build- 
ing our defenses across the Arctic frontier 
to protect our country from air attacks 
across the top of the world, which is the 
center of it in this air age. Our protection 
is airpower, which can also retaliate, 
should circumstances beyond our control 
force such action upon us. : 

With the unrest and tension we have 
today, America’s courageous, unflinching 
stand for the ideals of freedom and democ- 
racy, and the vast assistance it gives to 
further this cause wherever it’s needed, 
make me proud to be an American. &

HE CAREFREE individualism of our Ameri- 
can teenagers is a world apart from the 
grim, robot-like experience of Soviet youth. 
Behind the Iron Curtain, young people, like their 
elders, are the victims of endless brain-washing, 
of perpetual dictation over everything they do 
and say and read, over their studies and play and 
work. But Communist leaders are not content 
with the results on Communist youth. 
Recently, the first National Congress of Com- 
munist Youth to be held in five years heard sharp 
criticism of “spongers, idlers and parasites” 


among Soviet youth. Young people were re- _ 


ported loafing on the principal streets of .Mos- 
cow, Leningrad, Tiflis,’ Erivan and other cities. 
“They wear Tarzan haircuts and dress like par- 
rots—the so-called stilyag (zoot-suiters). They 
don’t work anywhere, nor do they study, and 
they spend their nights in restaurants and chas- 
ing girls.” 

Zoot-suitism, however, Len’ considered an bad 
as piety. Communist leaders are particularly 
furious over the continued devotion by many 


carried on among the Young Pioncers and 
Young Communists. As a result, they complain, 
some youngsters still go to church and some later 
want to get married in a religious ceremony. 

“Shocking!” say the Reds. 

An article in the Soviet Youth newspaper 
contains a letter from the father of a much- 
harried 10-year-old in grade 4-B in Odessa.

Inna Zavyalova keeps cutting pho- 
tographs of the star out of magazines, buys them 
from photographers and ushers and swaps them. 
“She already has enough photos to cover the 
whole of her apartment, but Inna does.not hang 
them up. She is afraid of thieves.” 

The Soviet sheet adds sourly, “This type of 
hysterical theater fan was to be found (for- 
merly) among the high-school girls, wealthy 
idlers and other representatives of the so-called 
‘gilded youth.’ But surely times are different 
now.” 


Tension Mounts 


EANWHILE, TENSION against the state 
mounts among youth. While the young- 
sters are taught in schools about all sorts 
of “socialist” ideals, they behold around them 
terrible food shortages, crowded and dilapidated 
housing, wretchedly low living standards, endless 


purges. 

Their friends and relatives disappear in the 
middle of the night. Compulsory labor service 
awaits them. There is difficulty in obtaining @ 
higher education, unless you are the son-of a 
member ‘of the elite—high party officials, police 
or government bureaucrats. 

Elsewhere behind the Iron Curtain, what is 
the situation? There, too, we see misery among 
youth. A Czechoslovakian Communist paper 
announces a new purge of “saboteurs” in the 
youth organization. A Czech leader emphasizes 
that the purpose of sport is not fun for its own 
sake, but “mass development” of a new “Social- 
ist Man.” 

All in all, if the 6,000 members of the Com-

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
T LONG AGO, Joseph A. Whelan, a “fast buck” 
artist with a fast spiel, was interested in a 
contract to repair the North Bergen, N. J., 
post office. Twice before—in 1942 and 1947 
—Whelan ‘had been caught chiseling Uncle Sam. So 
this time he hid behind a fictitious firm, the Surrey 
Construction Co. That, Whelan felt, should keep his 
past from catching up with him. 

But it didn’t. Three months later, one of his aliases 
cropped up in connection with the contract. The name 
was checked against a confidential blacklist, and his 
true identity was traced through a cross-index. The 
endorsement on the Surrey Co. check was compared 
with Whelan’s handwriting. They matched—and the 
result was a fraud case against the three-time chiseler. 

The Whelan story, from secret Government files, 
indicates what gun-shy Uncle Sam is doing to combat 
the five-per-centers, influence peddlers and grafters 
whose chicanery first rocked this capital five years ago. 
The story.is repeated several times a week as petty 
cheats and chiselers try to dip into Uncle Sam’s wallet. 

Right after the influence scandals, the Government 


_began installing a complex cross-indexing system con- 


taining more than a quarter of a million names—those 


of the unsavory characters who have tried to bilk the 


Government in the last ten years. Every bid on a 
contract over $25,000 is checked against this list, 
called the “Refer List.” 

If your name is in this businessmen's Rogues 
Gallery,.the listing alone isn't enough to scotch your 
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A chiseler might put his hand in Uncle Sam’s pocket once. But a cross-index 


next bid for Government work. But the bid will be 
scrutinized under a magnifying glass and your salcs 
talk taken with a grain of salt. 

For really big operators, Uncle Sam keeps another 
list—the “Debarred List.” A swindler caught in a fraud 
attempt may be sentenced to this list for five years OF 
more. He is banished from all,Government work for 
that period. Then he reverts to the “Refer List,” but 
all his bids are marked with a warning tab. 

The cross-index also prevents swindlers‘from simply 
changing the target of their frauds. Once, a contractor 
could cheat the Army, then step across the Pentagon 
corridor and: pull the same trick on the Navy. Now 
all bids are cleared through the General Services Ad- 
ministration, which keeps the master file.

“In a business where you deal in billions of dollars 
worth of contracts a year,” Mansure says, “you've got 
to expect to be the target of every swindler, five-pet-

system and some intrepid sleuthing make sure he won't try it a second time 


center, shark and separator in the world.” (A 
separator, by his definition, is “a character who sepa- 
rates his clients from their money.”) 

In charge of keeping the “separators” away from 
Uncle Sam's door is rotund, poker-faced Baron Shack- 
lette, director of a world-wide network of plain-clothes 
agents who keep an eye on projects where the tax- 
payers’ money is being spent. You might find them in 


_ Thailand, checking on a bribery attempt; in France, 


looking over a procurement swindle; in South Korea, 
examining a surplus-property transaction. 

Besides adding swindlers’ names to the Washington 
blacklist, the GSA tries to make sure no Government 
purchasing office anywhere in the world will deal. with 
them. 

“When we catch someone,” Mansure says, “the 
name goes into the cross-index. At the same time, we 
flash bulletins to every Government purchasing office 
in the world with a full report of the swindle and alert 
them against doing business with such people.” 

“People try to cheat the Government every day,” 
Shacklette adds. “Some go for it in a big’ way, others 
on a smaller scale.” Here are just a few of the tricks, 
large and small, nipped by his men: 

A Government-owned sawmill was stolen in Ten-

At a Midwestern Army base, two Federal officials

On a routine checkup of an empty Government- 
owned building, an agent heard a noisy Commotion in 
the rear. He walked around to investigate, caught a 
gang of crooks in the act of carting away the sides 
of the building. 

An enterprising businessman, who had a cost-plus 
contract with the Government, counterfeited 1,000 
canceled bus tickets in an attempt to pad his expenses. 

And at a tin-and-copper stockpile in New England, 
agents nabbed eight employes who had been slicing 
up ingots and lugging them out in their lunch pails. 


They Watch Stockpiles, Too 

NE OF THE most important—and most difficult— 

jobs Shacklette’s agents handle is keeping an eye 

on the nation’s stockpiles of critical materials. 
As Government shopping agent, Mansure is buying 
up billions of dollars’ worth of industrial diamonds, 
crucial items. They are stored in 318 secret locations 
—and that’s what makes the agents’ job so tough. 


“All we did was cover it with grass,” says Mansure 
with a sly smile. “Sometimes the best hiding places are 
right out in the open.” 

Critical materials figured in an international racket 
In order to spur U.S. mining companies to look for 
tangnen—vital-to jet engines and power tools because 


ae 


of its high melting point—the Government has added 
a $40 bounty to every 20-pound unit of domestic 
tungsten found. This makes the Government price 
$63, as against $23 in the open market. 

The slick smugglers figured out that they could 
sneak in Mexican-mined tungsten, pass it off as Ameri- 
can-mined, and reap a profit. They set up an airlift 
between Mexico and Arizona. 


and Edward O. Mestan with 2,000 pounds of smuggled 
tungsten. Fleming and Mestan went down in the Gov- 
ernment blacklist and agents set out to round up the 
rest of the gang. 


Not all the names of persons investigated pop up 


‘in the Government blacklist, however. In fact, the 


GSA sleuths under Shacklette’s direction have a record 
of working just as hard to protect the innocent as they 
do to convict the guilty. One of their most fantastic 
cases, which had agents criss-crossing Europe to track 
down leads, involved an innocent American Army 
officer. 

The affair began when two scheming Seinen, 
William Graham and Lewis Gordon, teamed up on a 


' deal to sell 720,000 pounds of tungsten a year to the © 


U. S. for stockpiling. Their source of supply, Graham 
and Gordon claimed, was a tungsten mine in Spain. 
The U. S. sent its procurement chief in Europe, Gen. 
Thomas B. Wilson, from London to Spain to look

General Wilson sized up the mine, came 
to the conclusion Graham and Gordon 
couldn’t possibly deliver such an enormous 
amount of tungsten in a year, and notified 
Washington. Then he flew back to London 
and forgot about the incident. But Graham 
and Gordon didn't. 

A year later, they swore out affidavits that 
Wilson had met with them privately in the 
Montestorial Bar in Madrid and demanded 
“a cut from any business that might result 
from the contract negotiations.” It was a 
serious charge, and it might have meant the 
end of Wilson's Government career. But 
Shacklette’s men conducted a painstaking in- 
vestigation and found two sizable holes in 
the Graham-Gordon story: 

At the time of the alleged shakedown in 
the Montestorial Bar, General Wilson was 
miles away, being fitted for a suit. 

- And Gordon, himself, was playing chess 
many blocks from the bar where the meeting 
was supposedly taking place. 

That wasn't quite enough for the sleuths, 


however. They added the clincher in London, 
when a mysterious Spaniard named Rafael 
Duran visited Gordon in Room 622 of the 
Cumberland Hotel. Neither man. knew that 
Room 624 was occupied by GSA men. 

The agents recorded enough of the conver- 
sation to convince themselves that the bribe 
charge was a phony. Then they picked up 
Gordon and confronted him with the evi- 
dence. He broke down and confessed that 
the whole plot was aimed at squeezing money 
out of General Wilson, who was completely 
innocent. ot 

Because of international complications, 
however, the Government couldn't prosecute 
either Graham or Gordon, so both went 
free. Graham went back to Glasgow to prac- 
tice law. Gordon headed for Spain, where 
the U.S. is spending millions of dollars to 
construct new air bases. 

But if Gordon expects to cut himself in 
for a share of this jackpot, his deal won't 
get any further than the confidential black-

Like most 12-year-olds, he’s crazy about sports. But with |

years old. Like most kids his 
age, he likes to go fishing with 
his dad on week ends. 

Even ‘better, Freddy likes to skate, 
wrestle, shoot an arrow into a target, 
play golf or baseball. He’s happiest 
when he’s using his abundant youthful 
energy. 

If Freddy smacks a ball squarely, a 
big.smile breaks out across his face, his 
cheeks glow with delight and you can 
almost hear his heart pounding. 

Freddy is like other boys in still an- 
other way. Although he may not admit 
it to himself, he likes nothing better 
than a word of praise. A pat on the 
back for a game well-played makes 
any kid feel good—Freddy included. 


But for him, approval has a special 
meaning. Freddy is totally blind. 

It happened when he was 4. A knife 
slipped while he was cutting a piece of 
string and tore into his eye. Both eyes 
became infected. Soon after, he lost 
his sight. 

Freddy’s home is in Jersey City, N. J. 
He’s an only child and his father is a 
fireman. Five days a week he lives in 
New York City at the New York Insti- 
tute for the Education of the Blind. His 
friends there are 200 blind or near- 
blind boys and girls from all over the 
U. S. 

At the Institute, Freddy and the 
other youngsters are given special care, 
and the best possible vocational and 
academic training for a professional or 


business career. He spends week ends 
with his parents. 

Of course, Freddy has learned to 
read Braille and he does classroom 
work in subjects like civics, history and 
arithmetic, just like any other 12-year- 
old. | 

But probably the one activity which 
helped most to end Freddy’s under- 
standable shyness and loneliness has 
been the Institute’s sports program. 

People who visit the Institute marvel 
at the way the youngsters avoid bump- 
ing into obstacles. Freddy says he has 
his own “radar,”. but Institute princi- 
pal Dr. Merle E. Frampton calls it 
“facial vision,” an awareness of a large 
object which -momentarily “intercepts 
sound, light and air waves.

“That’s right,” said the girl, and the 
young man hurried off to report to his 
professor. 

Things like that are happening all over 
America. At Cornell University, in Ithaca, 
N. Y., Prof. Charles K. Thomas has 
language spies in several states who get 
people to put their pet expressions on tape 
or records, which are then sent to Thomas. 
There are 3,000 counties in the U. S., and 
before he has finished Thomas wants to 
put “on tape” samples of the pronuncia- 
tion people like you use in every one of 
those counties. 

Here at the University of Wisconsin, 
another professor, Dr. Frederic G. Cas- 


sidy, and a staff of assistants have been 
cocking their ears your way. 

Unlike Thomas, Cassidy is not too con- 
cerned whether you say “baa-a-n” ( Bos- 
ton) or “barr-rn” (Western states). 

But Cassidy’s notebook comes out if 
he hears you say: “My friend has beans 
up his nose.” Maybe you don’t say it. But 
up here in Wisconsin, a lot of people do. 
And it means somebody’s friend is plan- 
ning a sly kind of trick. 

Cassidy listens to each word you use, 
too. Suppose he hears you say beezer. 
If you live in Ohio, or neighboring Eastern 
states, you may say: “Bill got conked on 
the beezer” (hit on the nose). But here in

Wisconsin some people say, “There’s a 
beezer on the lake.” They don’t mean 
there’s a nose out yonder. They mean a 
little “catspaw”—a ripple from a breeze— 
is spreading across the water. 

It's popular in many places right now 
to say: “Oh, I made a boo-boo” (a foolish 
mistake). But in Springfield, Mass., you 
say: “I fell down and got a boo-boo on ~ 
my elbow”. (a bruise).

“Any sound or series of sounds is a 
word if two people use it to communicate. 
You can even call it a word when only 
you use it. For instance: I invent tele- 
clown, and everyone knows at once that 
I'mean a clown who acts on TV.” 

But tele-clown, Cassidy says, won't go 
in the dictionary—for a while anyhow. Dic- 
tionaries can’t put in everything. Some in- 
teresting words have to be left out. And 
that is why Cassidy is listening in on you.

He hopes to collect all the unusual things 
you say, dictionary or not, before you for- 
get them. In fact, he and some other U. S. 
dialect experts are getting ready to pub- 
lish a special dictionary of dialect only. 

Ordinary dictionaries, he says, leave out 
“local” words, like southwest Connecticut's 
topgallant, the topmost tassel on a stalk 
of corn. Or they may leave out older ex- 
pressions that only a few people remem- 
ber. A good sample of this is Wisconsin's 
manners piece for the last morsel of food 
on your plate. In some isolated towns this 
is still called what the shoemaker threw 
after his wife, or the million dollar man 
_ (because the woman who eats it will get 
a millionaire). 

The dictionaries, too, skip many words 
that come from foreign tongues. Such a 
word is the German-derived spatzie, which 
every kid with a slingshot in Iflinots and 
-Wisconsin knows is a sparrow. (Near 
Rochester, N. Y., there’s a special twist: 
there, sparrows are sputzies.) 

Cassidy wants to see all these things in 
a special dictionary before they die out. 
Here are some of the sayings Cassidy likes 
and is trying to record: 

New England's Wal, I'll be cow-kicked. 
(From Virginia to South Carolina you 
say, “I'll be dog-bit!”) 

Georgia's chinchy. That word goes back 
to Chaucer. It means stingy and mean.

many states. But Cassidy's agents attribute 
them to where they. hear them most often. 


Queer Sentence 


Goop Cassipy man would have no 
trouble in understanding the follow- 
ing sentence: “My car is on the 

hummer. Please hunker down and coggle 
it so I can go smack to the store before 
the apples are all. I have to buy some 
bakery, too.” 

Cassidy's man would know right off that 
you meant: “My car is out of order 
(southern Ind.). Please crouch down 
under it and repair it quickly (southern 
lll.) so I can go to the store right away 
(Mo.) before the apples are all gone 
(Penna. & Wis.). I have to buy some bread 
and rolls, too (Wis.).” 

Now and then Cassidy runs across an 
ancient word that excites him a great deal. 

Such a word is prithee for please, which 
still turns up in the Ozarks and Great

walk you home. Occasionally he still hears 
Corn Belt folks say “How?” and New 
Jerseyites say “Anen?” Both mean, “What 
did you say?” . 

Sometimes Cassidy hits the jackpot with 
a sentence like: “If I can't be corn I 
won't be shucks.” Georgians and Virgin- 
ians mean, “I won't be second fiddle.” 

One old U.S. expression stil] in use is: 
a whole raft of or a whole slew of. New 
England women say they have a whole 
grist of clothes to wash. 

At Bar Harbor, Me., a researcher came 
up with a prize. He heard the wife of a 
skipper say: “It may storm tomorrow be- 
cause tonight the.moon is wading through 
snow.” It was bright moonlight, but a high 
wind was chasing great white woolly 
clouds across the moon. 

Cassidy says the dialect dictionary will 
be of use chiefly to scholars. “It will help 
us understand old documents,” he says. 
“Sometimes we cannot know precisely 
what a document means because we don’t 
know what the writer's expressions meant.” 

But Cassidy still doesn’t understand a 
few expressions. One of them is buffaloed. 
This was common 70 years ago, and today 
it’s still in use, but he doesn’t know why 
buffaloed came to mean stumped or puz- 
zied. In fact, it has him buffaloed. te,

Is Humphrey Bogart really the tough guy you've met on 


the screen? This frank article—the first of two—reveals 


a Hollywood “character” who's salty yet basically gentle

HOLLYWOOD. 

OME YEARS AGO Hollywood restau- 

rateur Dave Chasen quipped: “The 

trouble with Bogart is that he thinks 
he’s Bogart.” 


The subject of this remark, Humphrey © 


De Forest Bogart, better known as Bogie, 
Says it applied to him back in the days 
when he used to get tossed out of Chasen’s 
and other bistros quite regularly. Now he 
wants two things set clear. 

First, says Bogart, Chasen added: “And 
he’s a wonderful guy up to 11:30 p.m.” 
This qualification is important, insists 
Bogie. 


“Past 11:30 I'd have a few drinks too 
many. That’s when Bogart thought he was 
Bogart,” he says. “What Chasen meant is 


that I’m not a gangster and not the tough- 


est guy in the world. But after 11:30 I 
thought I could lick anybody in the land.” 
_ Second, Bogie says all this is past his- 
tory. 

“I'm not the flaming youth any more,” 


he states, “I have responsibilities. [ma 


fe, Miss Bacall, is a very steadying in- 
fluence on me. I don't think I'm Bogart 
r more.” 

Bogie is right up to a point. He hasn't 
been tossed out of any place in years. 

or has he raised a hand in violence (¢ex- 
pept on the screen) since the famous El 

»roceo “Battle of the Pandas” in New 
York in 1949. He rarely goes to night 
dubs. His marriage to a girl 25 years his 


junior, and two children, have made him 
in many ways as domesticated as an old 
shoe. And then, of course, Bogart is 54. 
Not that he isn't proud of it. 

“It’s very difficult to live altogether,” 
he says. “Why lie about your age? I don't 
share the opinion that. life and love are 
only for the Tony Curtises. You can enjoy 
life no matter how old you are.” 


A Complex Man 

UT THERE are flashes of the old—or 
young — Bogart. He looks at the 
world through cynical brown eyes, 
over bags almost as big as Fred Allen's. 
His skin is the color of old leather. His 
hair is thinning. (He is almost never photo- 
graphed without his toupee ora hat.) He’s 
fashioned, witty, literate—more complex 


and full of surprises than his movie self _ 


ever was. 
He still drinks a lot—at least a dozen 


as they used to be.” 

“There are two kinds of people I don't 
trust,” says Bogie. “Those who don’t drink 
and those who have more hair than I 
have.” 

He also places beyond the pale all 
people he considers “squares.” “Squares” 
not only don't drink or have a lot of hair 


but are also dull and uninteresting. It is

dancing school. At the family summer 
home on Lake Canandaigua, N. Y.,he had 
his own sailboat, donkey and cart. 

School held no fascination for him (“I 
always had something else to do than 
study, like playing hockey on bikes”) and 
in World War I, at 17, he got his father’s 
permission to enlist in the U.S. Navy. He 
was in two years, during which time he 
served aboard troop transports. 

“My overall dislike for authority was 
reinforced by that hitch in the Navy,” 
says Bogart. “It did something for my lip, 
though.” 

What it did was give birth to the fa- 
mous Bogart sneer. When a German sub- 
marine made an attack on a transport, 
Bogie was wounded slightly: a shell frag- 
ment pierced his upper lip. A Navy doc- 
tor sewed it up as best he could; later, a 
surgeon friend of Bogart’s father almost 
removed the sneer—but not quite. 

“Otherwise, I'd never be in movies,” 
says Bogie philosophically. 

For Bogart, life in Hollywood has been

He’s one of Hollywood's top draws— 


a running battle of wits. He has a great 
contempt for certain aspects of the movie 
colony. 

“Here your social life is governed not 
by how nice a guy you are but by how 
much dough you make,” he says. “The 
more you make, the-more people speak 
to you. 

“The royal family here are the high- 
salaried ones, the peasants are the low- 
salaried and those out of work. I think 
Hollywood has become an adjective in- 
stead of a’ place. Some of its pretentions 
are ridiculous, like the junk that every 
actor loves his mother, wants children and 
dotes on cooking in the kitchen. 

“I don’t think Hollywood is a very cou- 
rageous place, either. It tries to be all 
things and all religions and thus is afraid 
to touch anything ‘controversial.’ I think 
this is a mistake.” 


Nothing amuses Bogart more than the 


typical Hollywood publicity story. He used 
to cook them up himself to test his theory 
that columnists will print anything.

Another time I announced I had gone into 
the angleworm-breeding business. Then I 
started rumors that I painted china for a 
hobby and had a secret passion for the 
bull fiddle.” 

Bogart also pulled a gag that was taken 
up in all seriousness by the S.P.C.A. He 
hit on the idea of giving Oscars to animal 
actors. He wanted to give the first one to 
a fellow actor he didn’t like at the time, 
but finally was persuaded that wouldn't 
be entirely suitable. So he gave the award 
to the gopher in The Human Comedy. 
Next year he awarded it to the water 
buffalo in The Good Earth. After that, the 
S.P.C.A. took over. 

Another point Bogie feels very strongly 
about is how far an actor should go to 
please his fans. . 

“The impression by the dear public that 
because they pay 65 cents to see me in a 
picture, they own me, is ridiculous,” he 
says. “If they pay their 65 cents and I give 
a good performance, that's all I owe them. 
I think an actor owes his public absolutely 
nothing but a good performance, provided 
he leads a reasonably decent existence.” 

There’s no false politeness about Bogie. 

“T'm not as opinionated as I used to be,” 
he says. “Betty’s mellowed me. But if any- 
body says anything pompous or asinine 
around me, I don’t let ‘em get out of the 
room alive!”

(which he formed with the late Mark 
Hellinger after a long career at Warner 
Brothers). For Santana he has made 
Knock on Any Door, Tokyo Joe, in a 
Lonely Place, Sirocco and Beat the Devil. 
He also continues to make films for other 
studios, his latest ones being Columbia's 
The Caine Mutiny, Paramount's Sabrina 
and U.A.’s The Barefoot Contessa.
